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Grateful Gurkha campaign actress thanks KOS Media readers 



JOANNA Lumley has sent a

readers from the bottom of my heart, 
and it comes with a blizzard of kisses. 

“I’d also like to ask if they can find it 
in their hearts to dig a little deeper 
this Christmas and allow these coura¬ 
geous fighters to live out their lives 
with the dignity they deserve.” 

Ms Lumley announced the launch of 
the Debt of Honour campaign on the 
day she was made vice-patron of the 
Gurkha Welfare Trust, which for the 
past 40 years has paid the pensions of 
the veteran servicemen. 

The former fashion icon - who grew 
up in Rolvenden, near Ashford, and 
later lived in Wingham, near 
Canterbury - was mobbed by thou¬ 
sands of grateful Nepalese when she 
visited the South Asian nation in July. 

But Ms Lumley revealed the cele¬ 
bratory trip opened her eyes to the 
plight of Gurkha veterans, many of 
whom served with her father, James, 
in the British Indian Army. 


She said: ‘When we went out there 
it became apparent that for some of 
the World War Two veterans there 
was no way they could leave their hill¬ 
side villages to come and live in 
Britain, nor did they want to. 

“The Gurkha Welfare Trust pays the 
pensions of these 10,000 veterans out 
in Nepal, but they are living on only 
£1 a day. 

“What we are asking now is: can we 
not give them a little more so they are 
not sleeping on stone floors in freezing- 
cold huts? 

‘Wouldn’t it be wonderful if they 
could live in dignity and a little more 
comfort than they are already? 

“I’m always amazed by the size of 
the hearts of the British people and 
I’m just praying they can dig a little 
deeper to help these courageous men 
who fought so valiantly to protect 
them.” 

The money raised by the Debt of 
Honour campaign will go towards 
providing monthly welfare pensions,

A HOMOPHOBIC killer faces a 
minimum of 32 years in jail after 
he murdered his neighbour and 
left the dead man’s partner to die. 

A jury found David Kilcullen, from Brom¬ 
ley, guilty on Tuesday, December 15, of 
murdering Gerry Edwards and attempting to 
kill his partner, Chris Bevan. 

The 46-year-old was given a life sentence at 
the Central Criminal Court at the Old Bailey 
and will serve at least 32 years before being 
considered for release. 

On sentencing, the judge told Kilcullen he 
had shown no mercy to his victims. 

He said: 'Aou were aggressive, violent and 
overpowering. The victims were no match for 
you - it was an arrogant and unfeeling 
attack. You have shown little regret or con¬ 
cern for what you did.” 

The jury heard how Kilcullen had ordered 
the couple to lie face down at their flat in 
Page Heath Villas on Tuesday, March 3, this 
year before stabbing them repeatedly with a 
kitchen knife. 

Mr Edwards, 59, was killed almost instant¬ 
ly with a massive wound to the heart. 

Pathology evidence showed the knife had 
been used with such force that it had pene¬ 
trated his breastbone. 

Mr Bevan, 57, suffered life-threatening stab 
wounds and when he tried to escape, his part¬ 


ner’s killer began to attack him with broken 
bottles, leaving him with severe cuts to his 
face and head. 

He was able to break free and make his way 
through torrential rain to a neighbour’s house 
and alert police and ambulance services. 

An hour after the 8pm attack the murderer 
went to a friend’s home in Petts Wood with a 
green holdall and asked him to provide him 
with an alibi for the day - which he later 
refused to do. 

Kilcullen disposed of the bag in a large 
refuse container before admitting to his 
friend that he had attacked the two men. 

The next day he called police and confessed 
to the brutal murder. 

Officers raided Kilcullen’s bedsit in The 
Avenue, close to the couple’s home, and found 
in the sink a knife of the same design as the 
murder weapon left at the flat. 


Kilcullen’s DNA was traced back to the 
scene of the attack from a sock that he used 
to cover his hands while he stabbed his vic¬ 
tims and accidentally left behind. 

Mr Bevan, who gave evidence by video link, 
said he had no idea why they were the targets 
of the “premeditated and frenzied” attack and 
recalled a time when the killer had made a 
remark about their sexuality. 

In court, the murderer claimed that he was 
acting in self-defence as Mr Bevan and Mr 
Edwards had sexually assaulted him, but his 
claim was labelled “ridiculous”. 

Det Chief Insp Cliff Lyons said after the 
trial: “Kilcullen did not intend either man to 
survive and identify him as their attacker. He 
has never displayed any remorse for what he 
did. By cheating death to give evidence in 
court, Chris Bevan has seen Kilcullen 
brought to justice.”

medical care and community aid projects for 
Gurkha villages.

Blockbuster filmed in Kent 


brings famous detective to 



DEVOTED Sherlock Holmes fans 
are expected to descend on cinemas 
across the county this Christmas 
as their favourite detective makes 
his long-awaited comeback, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

The new film, by Lock Stock director Guy 
Ritchie, sees Robert Downey Jr take on the 
role of the much-loved Holmes, and Jude Law 
plays his faithful sidekick Watson. 

Large parts of the blockbuster were filmed 
in Chatham’s Historic Dockyard and tourism 
chiefs are hoping it will inspire visitors to 
come to Kent. 

Holmes’s creator, author Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, also has links to the county, including 
Medway, Dover, Margate and Whitstable. 

The release of the film coincides with the 
150th anniversary of his birth and hits big 
screens across the UK on Boxing Day. 

Curse 



A spokeswoman from Cineworld in Ashford 
said industry insiders were predicting high 
box office figures. 

“We are expecting Sherlock Holmes to be a 
big success over Boxing Day and the New 
Year period,” she said. 

The blockbuster was premiered this week in 
London and has so far received mixed reviews. 

In true Ritchie-style, it has been souped up 
with violent fight scenes and near-nudity, caus¬ 
ing some traditionalists to boycott its release. 

Shooting of the film in Chatham took place 
at the end of last year and led to the crew 
joking about “the curse of Sherlock Holmes” 
after a string of incidents at the historic 
setting. 

Downey Jr was reportedly knocked out 
after a seven-foot wrestler accidentally 
punched him in a fight scene, causing the star 
to have stitches to his face. Another claim is 
that a petrol tanker exploded, forcing some of 
the crew to run from the set. 

The last time the detective was seen on 


screen was during the 1984-94 series The 
Adventures of Sherlock Holmes, by 
Granada Television. Holmes was played by 
Jeremy Brett and Watson by David Burke, 
followed by Edward Hardwicke. 

The series featured 41 of Conan Doyle’s 
60 stories, which were written in the 
late 19th and early 20th centuries. 

He wrote four novels and 56 short 
stories before killing off Holmes in 
1893, amid mass public uproar. 

Conan Doyle lived between 1859 and 
1930 and had strong connections to Kent. 

Groombridge Place Gardens and its 
Enchanted Forest were the inspiration for 
Birlstone Manor in his 1915 book The 
Valley of Fear. 

The author also wrote cryptically about 
a Margate woman in the short story The 
Adventure of the Second Stain and 
investigated spiritualism and a haunting 
at the Old Oak Cottage in High Street, 
Minster, near Ramsgate. 

In the early 1900s, Conan Doyle was 
given a speeding ticket in nearby 
Folkestone, while in 1913 he gave a 
speech at Dover town hall, returning in 
1921 to promote a spiritualist called 
Thomas Powell.

ENVIRONMENTAL group Protect Kent 
has criticised a local authority for giving 
plans for a new supermarket the go-ahead. 

Proposals for the 34,000 sq ft Sainsbury’s 
to be built in Hythe were approved by 
Shepway District Council on Tuesday 
night. The supermarket chain will redevel¬ 
op the Smiths Medical Site on Military 
Road for the new store. 

Bosses at Protect Kent, a branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE), said they were extremely disap¬ 
pointed with the decision. 

Councillors voted 9-4 in favour despite a 
large amount of local opposition. 


Arrests after raid 


POLICE have seized a large amount of sus¬ 
pected heroin during a drugs bust in Deal. 

Officers used a warrant to enter the 
premises in Stockdale Gardens on 
Wednesday morning and found the Class A 
drugs plus associated paraphernalia. 

A 39-year-old woman and 36-year-old 
man were arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion with intent to supply controlled drugs. 

The woman has been bailed until February 
and the man was released without charge.

Counterfeit goods leave retailer 
facing £3.2m bill and jail term 


A MAN who received a two-year suspended 
sentence for handling £5,000 of counterfeit 
goods has been ordered to pay back £3.2 mil¬ 
lion - believed to be the largest amount ever 
imposed in such a case, writes Nick Ames. 

After a joint investigation by police and 
Kent Trading Standards, Guarcharan Singh, 
41, from Watson Avenue, Chatham, was 
found with £5,000 of counterfeit luxury 
handbags, shoes and sunglasses. 

On September 7, 2007, at Canterbury 
Crown Court, Singh was subsequently 
charged with 43 counts of possessing and 
selling fake goods in his shop, Chockers in 
Ashford, and at a market stall in Folkestone. 

Counterfeit stock was also found in his 
warehouse in Chatham. 

A confiscation hearing took place at the same 
court on Tuesday and Singh was ordered to 
pay back £3,293,796 within six months. 

The court ruled that if he does not meet the 
deadline, he will be imprisoned for 10 years - 
and still be required to pay back the money. 

The investigation began in October, 2006, 


when search warrants were executed as a 
result of investigations that had been carried 
out at businesses across Kent. 

From 2004-06, Kent County Council’s 
Trading Standards officers examined Singh’s 
affairs, carrying out test purchases from his 
premises that led to the seizure of goods val¬ 
ued at thousands of pounds. 

Kent Police’s Serious Economic Crime Unit 
and Trading Standards obtained a confisca¬ 
tion order under the Proceeds of Crime Act 
that allowed them to recover cash and assets 
obtained by criminal activity. 

Det Insp Mark Fairhurst said: “Our foren¬ 
sic accountants investigated Singh’s ac¬ 
counts and examined his lifestyle. It was 
clear that Singh’s lifestyle was not supported 
by his legitimate business. 

“This is the largest confiscation order 
achieved by Kent Police and is a direct result 
of Kent Police and Kent Trading standards 
working together to tackle organised crime.” 

The fake shoes, handbags, purses and 
jewellery will be destroyed.

THE first of 100 turbines in what will be 
the world’s largest wind farm has been 
installed in the Thames estuary. 

It marks a significant step forward for Swedish 
power company Vattenfall after it secured the 
£800 million Thanet Offshore Wind Farm project at 
the end of last year. 

The turbines will be located 12km off Foreness 
Point, near Margate, generating enough renewable 
electricity to power almost a quarter of a million 
homes in the region. 

David Hodkinson, head of development at the com¬ 
pany, is confident the firm will make good progress, 
with completion expected around summer 2010. 

“The erection of the first wind turbine at Thanet is 
a fantastic achievement,” he said. ‘We really appreci¬ 
ate the continued high levels of public support from 
people and businesses in Kent.” 

The wind farm has been under construction since 
2008, with local contractors and workers being used 
in its development. It is made up of 100 Vestas V90 
turbines reaching a height of 115 metres at their 
highest point - almost as tall as the London Eye. 

The wind farm will have a total capacity of 300 
megawatts and will supply 240,000 homes with 
clean energy. 

Problems 
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The siting of the first turbine came as installation 
work also began on two sub-sea export cables to con¬ 
nect the wind farm to the shore and sub-station at 
Richborough. They will travel 26km 
from the turbines to Pegwell Bay, 
near Ramsgate. The work, which is 
being carried out by Subocean marine 
installation contractors, will be carried 
out over a two-month period. 

Pegwell Bay is known for its wildlife 
and marshland, but a spokeswoman 
at Vattenfall insisted this would not 
be disrupted during work. 

“Environmental studies have been 
carried out over the last four years to 
ensure any disruption to the beach 
and marshland is kept to an absolute 
minimum,” she said. 

“A trial was done using heavy equip¬ 
ment in August this year and the work 
has been approved by Thanet District 
Council and Natural England.” 

This step forward in the Thanet off¬ 
shore development follows criticism 
of Vattenfall’s Kentish Flats wind 
farm, off Heme Bay. 

It has suffered repeated problems 
in the four years since it was built, 
with gear boxes of all 30 turbines 
having to be replaced. 

A spokeswoman at Vattenfall said: 

“The experience at Kentish Flats 
wind farm has been valuable for all 
concerned because we have leamt a 
lot about operating a wind farm in a 
harsh environment. These lessons are 
being applied to our Thanet scheme.”

Soldiers’ sacrifice averted tragedy

TWO British soldiers sacrificed 
their lives to stop Taliban soldiers 
detonating their devices in a 
packed marketplace, their com¬ 
manding officer has said. 

Rifleman James Brown, 18, from 
Orpington, and Lance Corporal 
David Kirkness, 24, died in 
Afghanistan on Tuesday while 
serving with the 3rd Battalion The 
Rifles. They were killed while 
manning a vehicle checkpoint 
alongside an Afghan National 
Army section to provide reassur¬ 


ance and security to the local com¬ 
munity. Two Afghan soldiers were 
also killed in the suicide attack. 

Lance Corporal Kirkness died 
immediately and Rfti Brown on 
the way to the hospital, in Camp 
Bastion. 

Rfti Brown only joined the Army 
this year and had arrived with B 
Company of 3 Rifles less than a 
fortnight ago. 

Rfti Brown’s family, who live in 
Orpington, released a statement 
calling him a “true hero”.

HUNDREDS of schools shut, 
snowball fights on the M2 and 
Davina McCall stranded in her 
car - winter hit Kent this week, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

And forecasters at the Met Office have 
warned there’s more to come this weekend, 
although not quite as severe as the weather 
seen on Thursday night and Friday. 

Heavy snow and treacherous conditions 
saw the county grind to a halt, with police 
receiving more than 5,500 calls in 12 hours. 

Parts of the M20 and M2 were closed due to 
accidents and treacherous driving conditions, 
with police warning people to stay indoors. 

On Thursday night, about 200 people were 
left stranded in their cars on the motorways 
after roads became impassable, while a jack¬ 
knifed lorry on the A21, near the Tunbridge 
Wells turn-off, also led to major delays. 

Big Brother presenter Davina McCall was 
one of the unfortunate ones trapped for sever¬ 
al hours. She told Radio Five she was “wedged 
in a series of cars” and called the police after a 
couple of hours who came to her aid. 

Some 1,000 people were also forced to stay 
overnight at a party in Detling Hill after 
snow blocked the exit roads. 

More than 200 schools were closed on Friday, 
the last day of the Christmas term, and many 
workers were unable to reach their offices. 

Some motorists, who had taken the step of 
trying to get into work, sat in their cars on 
the M20 and M2 for several hours before 


turning back and going home. According to a 
caller on talkSPORT radio, a giant snowball 
fight between lorry drivers - Britain versus 
the rest of Europe - was held by the side of 
the M2. 

Cooperation 

Maidstone, Medway, Tunbridge Wells and 
north Kent were the areas worst-hit, with 
much of south and east Kent left untouched. 

Some places had up to 20cm of snow, while 
people in Thanet, Folkestone and Dover woke 
up to just a dusting on Friday morning. 


Train services were delayed or cancelled 
across the county, but limited services on 
most routes were running. 

Chief Supt Mathew Nix, from Kent Police, 
thanked the public for their cooperation 
during the chaotic time. 

He said: “In 12 hours we experienced double 
the number of calls we usually receive. Our 
staff are working extremely hard to ensure 
that we continue to protect the people of Kent.”

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Tasty turkey down to 
rearing, says farmer

THE secret behind the perfect 
turkey is not down to the way it’s 
cooked, according to an award¬ 
winning farmer. 

Phil Baxter, who owns Cottage Farm in 
Cudham, Sevenoaks, insists that rearing is 
the key to a tasty bird this Christmas. 

And the farmer, who scooped an unprece¬ 
dented five awards at a recent national 
turkey competition, says he can guarantee 
his birds have enjoyed the best possible start 
in life. 

“They’re fed grain and have a lot of space to 
roam around in,” he said. 

“We do everything by hand here - we rear 
them, pluck them and truss them by hand. 

“We also hang them for at least a week, 
which helps the flavour develop.” 

Mr Baxter, who has bred turkeys for the 
past 30 years, said unlike supermarket pro¬ 
duce, his turkeys are sold at six months old. 

“In supermarkets they are often younger 
and less developed and everything is done by 
machine instead of hand,” he said. 

“How a turkey is prepared before it’s cooked 
is more important than the actual cooking.” 

Mr Baxter, who owns the farm with his wife 
Karen, has already seen a record number of 
turkeys sold from his butchery at Polhill 





Garden Centre in Badgers Mount, 
Sevenoaks. 

“We first started out in 1978 with three 
turkeys and now we sell around 2,000 of 
them a year,” he said. 

The farmer insists that despite the reces¬ 
sion and people’s preference for other meat, 
he has not seen a decline in the desire for

the traditional turkey this Christmas. 

“We’re having the best year ever and we’ll 
probably sell out,” he said. 

The farm produces white and bronze 
turkeys weighing from eight to 35 kilos that 
are sold across Kent and the South East. 

The average price of a family turkey weigh¬ 
ing lllbs is about £50. 

Mr Baxter said: “We reflect the quality in 
the price, but we’re not overly expensive.” 

Cottage Farm swept the board at the recent 
UK turkey awards, which was judged by the 
chairman of the British Poultry Council. 

It won five awards out of 12 categories, 
including best for brace of white turkeys and 
bronze turkeys, and best in show. 


Fat not for birds 

THE RSPB is warning people not to put out 
the leftover fat from their roast dinner this 
Christmas as it is dangerous to birds. 

Many people believe turkey fat is as benefi¬ 
cial to birds as other fats, like lard and suet. 
They pour it on to bird tables or mix it with 
seeds, thinking it will give birds energy and 
nutrients. But the wildlife charity is warning 
that it could actually kill them. 

Kirsi Peck, RSPB wildlife adviser, says: 
“Roasting tin fat is likely be mixed with lots of 
other juices which will go off very quickly and 
cause disease on bird tables. 

“It could also damage birds’ feathers which 
are so important for keeping them warm.” 

‘Foster’ an adult 

COUNTY Hall is looking for carers prepared 
to 'foster’ an adult. 

The Kent Adult Placement Scheme places 
vulnerable people, aged 18-99, who may be old 
or have learning or physical difficulties, in a 
home environment, and the team is looking for 
new carers.

Gritters loaded 
and ready to go 


ROAD chiefs have swept aside fears there 
may not be enough salt to cope with the cur¬ 
rent icy weather. 

Earlier this week the AA warned that half 
of the UK’s local authorities only had enough 
grit for six days of continuous freezing, and 
that councils had 250,000 tonnes less in 
stock than a decade ago. 

However, the Local Government Assoc¬ 
iation has blasted the claim as “ridiculous 
scaremongering”, while Kent County 
Council says it is more than ready to cope 
with an icy onslaught. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard said: “We are very well prepared. It’s a 
year-round operation to ensure we have 
enough salt and are ready for changes in the 
weather. We’ve stockpiled the grit and have 
plenty of it to put down, like we did last year. 
We didn’t run out then and I’m sure we won’t 
this year. We’re ready for a cold winter.” 

Kent Highway Services owns 66 salting 
lorries at depots in Tonbridge and Ashford, 
which have been on standby since the cold 
weather programme began on October 19. 


Back then the department had 20,000 
tonnes of salt in storage, with the figure hav¬ 
ing fallen to 18,000 tonnes since - enough to 
last for 20 days of continuous freezing with 
the option to restock. 

Of the 66 lorries, 51 have been fitted with 
new equipment designed to tackle the prob¬ 
lem of grit being blown to the side of the road 
before it has a chance to stick to the surface. 

Cllr Chard said: “Last year we trialled 
something called pre-wetted salt. It’s a new 
system that sprays a saline solution on the 
crushed rock salt as it is fired out of the lor¬ 
ries, with the main advantage being that it 
sticks to the road better and is not just blown 
off to the side. 

“The other advantage is that we use less, so 
it’s better environmentally and financially. 
It’s a relatively new procedure.” 

Kent Highways would not reveal how 
much the new machines cost - saying the fig¬ 
ures were “commercially sensitive” - but Cllr 
Chard said the money saved on salt would 
repay the price within a year, adding: “It’s 
very good from a financial point of view.”

ing away in Brazil, and says he would love 
either Bob Hoskins or Michael Caine to play 
the part of Biggs on the small screen. 

He said: “It came out of the blue because I 
never thought a company would come in for 
the film rights, but it’s really exciting. We’re 
just waiting for them to return the contracts. 

“I was slightly disappointed a British firm 
didn’t come forward though, as I think it 
would have given the film a raw edge. 

“I’ve seen an American reconstruction of 
the Great Train Robbery on the Discovery 
Channel and it was pretty awful - they 
even had dollar signs on the money bags. 

“Everything I do in regards to the book I 
let Ronnie know I don’t have to but I do it 
out of respect for the man, and I haven’t 
heard anything negative back from him, so 
that’s good.” 

£2.6 million 

Biggs was a member of the 15-strong 
gang that attacked the Glasgow to London 
mail train in August, 1963, making off 
with £2.6 million in used banknotes in what 
at the time was the largest robbery in 
British history. 

He served 15 months of a 30-year prison 
sentence before going on the run in Spain, 
Australia and Brazil, returning voluntarily 
to the UK in 2001 when he was immediate¬ 
ly re-arrested and imprisoned. 

Mr Gray campaigned for Biggs to be 
released on compassionate grounds when 
the 80-year-old was struck down with

severe pneumonia back in July. Justice 
Secretary Jack Straw freed him within weeks. 

Yet despite claims he had only days to live, 
the former fugitive is still alive and kicking 
more than four months on. 

Mr Gray, who lives in Rainham, said: “I last 
saw him three weeks ago and he’s not doing 
too badly, but he still has this terrible cough 
that will never go away. 

“People see him out and about and think he’s 
as fit as a fiddle and that we’ve been taking the 
mick, but 20 out of 24 hours a day he’s in bed 
being fed through a drip. 

“All he wanted was to be able to see his 
granddaughter as a free man, and now he does 
every other day. 

“He’ll now be able to enjoy his first family 
Christmas out of prison, but I think he maybe 
only has a year left.” 
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Tent just one of stars 
in classy family show 

CHRIS BRITCHER takes a trip to the big blue tent of Canterbury^ Marlowe 
Arena to catch up with this year’s big ticket pantomime - Peter Pan 


PANTOMIME, by its very 
nature, requires a large dollop 
of silliness to differentiate it 
from everyday theatre. But 
sometimes it can all be a little 
too much. 

And, in truth, Marlowe pantomimes 
of the past have suffered from an excess 
of daftness. 

Not so this year, however. Because 
Peter Pan has flown into a very different 
Marlowe environment and it reeks of 
class. 

Now don’t get me wrong, silliness is 
still here in spades - just that it’s not 
shovelled on with gay abandon. It’s well- 
timed, well-judged, and balanced with a 
clearly-defined storyline. In short, it’s 
perhaps the best for years. 

Oh, and the icing on the cake is an 
absolutely sublime lead role by Ade 
Edmondson. 

He sings, he dances, he reminds us 
how he can be effortlessly funny, raising 
a smile one moment and a belly laugh 
the next. 

Yet the real star of this show - and the 
main attraction for many - is its setting. 
A couple of months after the curtain fell 
on last year’s pantomime, the curtain 
also fell on the old city centre Marlowe 
Theatre. And, right now, work is begin¬ 
ning on that site to create its multi-mil¬ 
lion pound replacement. 

Enchanting 

So this year the pantomime has 
decamped to Kingsmead coach park 
on the edge of the city. And there it 
lives within a giant blue circus-style 
big-top dubbed the Marlowe Arena. It 
would be easy to criticise and poke 
fun, but in reality it makes the whole 
experience a more fascinating one. 

As you stroll in, the bar has a huge 
mast draped over it, in keeping with the 
theme of the production. Plenty of staff 
ensure queues don’t get too long, and the 
whole thing is really quite enchanting. 
Plus, the temperature inside was fine. 

OK, so the toilets being outside is not 
ideal, but it’s a small price to pay for 
something so, well, fun. And isn’t that 
the whole point? 

What’s more, this panto is fun in capi¬ 
tal letters - underlined by strong lead 
roles from the quartet of Edmondson, the 
likeable Ben Roddy (as Smee), West End 
starlet Gemma Sutton (as Wendy), and, 
of course, Dave Lee (as Tinkerbelly... can 
you see what they did there?). 

Steven Butler does a fine job as Peter, 
and his entrance is quite something, 
although it ends up being outdone, 
remarkably, by the arrival of a certain 
piece of wooden furniture... regulars will 
know exactly what that means. 

Yet while Edmondson is magnificent as 
Captain Hook, it is the balance of the pro¬ 
duction which is worthy of most praise. 
The story never drops and eveiy scene 
works to drive it along. Producer Paul 
Hendy doesn’t always get it right, but 
this year he has hit it right on the button. 

The result is a classic piece of family 
theatre which is warm, witty, daft and, 
yes, very silly. But brilliantly so. And the 
tent is a success. Don’t make the false 


economy this year of not buying tickets 
- this is value for money and a treat for 
young and old alike.

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Downfall of a 
Kent MP shot 
for cowardice

THE rise and fall of an 
MP who was shot for cow¬ 
ardice during the Seven 
Years War is revealed in a 
new book. 

The account, written by 
University of Greenwich lecturer 
Chris Ware, from Welling, reveals 
the history of Admiral John Byng, 
who represented Rochester from 
1751-57. 

In the book, Admiral Byng - His 
Rise and Execution, Mr Ware covers 
Byng’s 40-year career at sea and the 
defeat of his fleet in Minorca by the 
French, which led to his eventual 
downfall. 

Accused 

Byng had been ordered to stop the 
French blockading Minorca in i756, 
early on in the Seven Years War, but 
he was defeated and then accused of 
cowardice. 

Many historians believe he was a 
scapegoat for Government and 
Admiralty failure to prevent the loss 
of Minorca. 

Byng was locked up in Queen 
Anne Court, in Greenwich Hospital, 
before being shot on the quarter¬ 
deck of his former flagship, 
Monarch, in Portsmouth Harbour in 
March 1757. 

Public anger over Byng’s defeat 
at Minorca saw effigies of him 
burned or hanged throughout the 
country, and philosopher Voltaire 
famously wrote in his novel 
Candide that “it is good to kill an

admiral from time to time to 
encourage the others”. 

Byng’s trial and execution was the 
hot topic of the time and his down¬ 
fall was talked about throughout 
the country. 

Mr Ware, a lecturer at Greenwich 
University’s Maritime Institute, 
said he used to think of Byng when 
looking up at Queen Anne Court, 
which is now home to the business 
school. 

He said: “Despite being a hard- 
nosed historian, on cold dark winter 
mornings I caught myself looking 
up at the upper windows of Queen 
Anne Court, thinking of Byng bent 
over a table furiously scribbling 
another letter in his own defence, 
while marines stood guard in the 
stairwell.

“Given that Byng was middle-aged 
and portly, the deputy governor of 
Greenwich Hospital, Isaac Townsend, 
was arguably overzealous in his 
efforts to prevent his escape. 

“Not only was he guarded by a 
contingent of marines, the 
boatswain who supervised the 
wards and 12 of the more able-bod¬ 
ied pensioners, but bars were also 
fitted on the chimneys and windows 
to prevent his escape.” 

After Byng’s execution, Townsend 
replaced him as MP for Rochester, 
which had two members of parlia¬ 
ment chosen by the Admiralty.

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Crash horror brought home 


A HARD-hitting campaign warn¬ 
ing youngsters of the dangers of 
driving has been taken to a college 
still mourning the loss of two of its 
students in fatal car crashes, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Emergency crews from the fire service, Kent 
Police and the Kent Air Ambulance Trust 
staged a mock road accident at North West 
Kent College, on what was an emotional day 
for pupils and staff. 

Earlier this year on New Year’s Day, fashion 
student Sophia Edwards, 17, was killed when 
the car in which she was travelling crashed 
into a bus stop in Eltham in London. 

The teenager, from Meopham in Gravesend, 
was hoping to be a fashion designer. 

Just three months later, 17-year-old IT 
student Robert Cooter, from Gravesend, died 
when his Vauxhall Corsa hit a telegraph pole 
near Istead Rise. 

To bring home the stark message that driv¬ 
ing can kill, emergency crews showed a mock 
crash at the college’s Dartford campus. 

Organisers hope it will encourage young 
drivers to be responsible behind the wheel. 

Students Laura Collins and Sam Ramsey, 
both 16, played the occupants of the car, which 
had supposedly knocked a cyclist down and hit 
a tree. Firefighters smashed through the win¬ 
dows to tiy and free them and the roof of the car 
was cut off. The ‘victims’ admitted it brought 
home the reality of what happens in an accident 
and showed them how serious it could be. 

About 500 students watched the demonstra¬ 
tion. Gill Smith, careers and enrichment co¬ 
ordinator at the college, said it was impressive 
to see the emergency services at work.

“This is the first joint event we have run and 
we shall stage more,” she said. 

Quentin Williamson, a spokesman for North 
West Kent College, added: ‘We feel it was a 
success and hope it will save people from the 
terrible consequences of a car accident. We 
have had two students killed this year.” 

The reconstruction, called Operation 
Carmaggedon, is being rolled out across 
Kent as part of the ‘Reckless driving: cut it 
out before we have to cut you out’ campaign 
by Kent Fire and Rescue Service. 

Kent Police and the Kent Air Ambulance 
Trust are also working on the campaign. 

Crews carried out a demonstration in 
Chatham High Street last week, to show 
their role in the aftermath of a serious car 
crash. 

Medway fire station manager Jim 
Ramsden said: “Our firefighters are regu¬ 
larly called out to terrible scenes where 
they have to cut young drivers and their 
passengers from wrecked cars. 

“We warn motorists about the destruction 
and possible devastating effects of poor 
driving, but we’re still attending far more 
car crashes than house fires. 

“So now we’re showing them those conse¬ 
quences by taking this shocking demon¬ 
stration and its messages to places where 
young people spend their time.” 

PC Andy Ledger, roads policing officer at 
Medway police station, said drivers needed 


to understand the reality of a crash. 

“It can shatter lives, and all of our emer¬ 
gency services want motorists to think careful¬ 
ly about their actions behind the wheel,” he 
said. 

“Taking a risk whilst driving just isn’t worth 
it and we hope those attending Carmaggedon 
events listen to our advice.”

A GANG caught trying to 
smuggle cocaine worth £10 
million into Britain on a 
yacht are facing jail.

Avenue, Sandwich Bay, and David 
Coxon, 53, were arrested at the 
helm of the £24,500 vessel on 
September 12 last year. 

Wood was this week found 
guilty of conspiracy to import 91 
kilos of cocaine, the Metropolitan 
Police said.

Smugglers guilty of 2001b cocaine haul 


Coxon, of Middle Street, Newcastle, 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to import 
91 kilos of cocaine at earlier hearing. 

Speaking after the guilty verdicts, 
police revealed other members of the 
gang were also involved in armed 
cash van robberies. 

Investigators merged two separate 
inquiries which involved Flying 
Squad and organised crime teams. 

Police said two men, Patrick Walsh 
and John Dunlop, were responsible 
for preparing to rob a series of cash 
vans in Hertfordshire. 

But during a surveillance opera¬ 
tion, officers discovered Walsh want¬ 


ed to smuggle cocaine into Britain on 
a yacht. 

He made repeated trips to 
Trinidad, Tobago, Barbados and 
Grenada using the false name of 
Michael Sheridan. On some occa¬ 
sions he was joined by Wood. 

Wood and Coxon eventually set 
sail from Grenada, falsely telling 
customs they were heading to Brazil. 
Instead they picked up the drugs in 
Guyana and headed to Britain. 

Meanwhile, the other gang 
members were in Britain preparing 
for a cash van heist in Barking, 
east London. 


On August 21, they were caught 
red-handed by armed police carrying 
two pistols and ammunition. 

A week later Walsh was caught 
carrying a handgun, gloves and a 
balaclava at a Total petrol station in 
Denham, Hertfordshire. 

Walsh, 48 of Blairhead Drive, 
Watford, admitted drugs, weapons 
and robbery offences. 

Dunlop, 52, of Silchester Road, St 
Leonards-on-Sea, East Sussex, was 
convicted of possessing two guns 
and 213 rounds of ammunition. 
He was sentenced to eight years 
imprisonment. 


Asian county councillor follows 
in father’s footsteps with MBE 


THE first-ever Asian Tory councillor 
to be elected at county level has been 
awarded an MBE for his years of 
service to the community. 

Avtar Sandhu, who represents 
Dartford North East, was commend¬ 
ed at a ceremony at Buckingham 
Palace and handed the medal by 
Princess Anne. 

The 44-year-old has followed in the 
footsteps of his late father Darshan 
Singh Sandhu MBE who was praised 
for his long-serving work in the com¬

He runs two businesses; Mobile 
Bar Hire, and Amar Hall, an events 
venue near East Hill in Dartford 


which sponsors Dartford Football

“My father was very much into pol¬ 
itics although he never stood for elec¬ 
tion. He did so much in the commu¬ 
nity and I suppose that’s where I got 
it from. 

“National and local politics has 
always been a big part of my family, 
so for me to become the first Asian 
Conservative county councillor is 
very exciting - it’s very significant.

The 45-year-old Corrie actor - who plays 
cabbie Lloyd Mullaney in the soap - was tak¬ 
ing part in the filming of The Dealer on the 
River Medway when armed officers sur¬ 
rounded the set. 

Filming of the movie, directed by former 
BBC music composer Tony Royden, had to 
be stopped when the Red Dwarf actor 
realised there was a infrared laser dot on his 
chest as a police marksman took aim. 

Police were called out after shocked mem¬ 
bers of the public thought they had wit¬ 
nessed a series of daylight murders as peo¬ 
ple had the their throats slit and were 
pushed off a boat into the river. 

They only called off the operation when 
they spotted the target was the Red Dwarf 
actor and when an officer spotted Cold Feet 
star John Thompson rehearsing his lines in 
a nearby boatyard. 

Mr Royden revealed how he had forgotten 
to tell officers about the filming of the gang¬ 
land movie and that it was a moment “which 
could have seen a tragic death”. 

He said: “We had been trying to conceal the

Sad reflections of 
a town’s decline

THE decline of a once-thriving sea¬ 
side town has inspired a new art 
project based around empty shop 
fronts. 

Once one of the most popular destinations 
for British holidaymakers, Margate has 
experienced a dramatic fall from grace in 
recent years and has suffered greatly from a 
drop in tourism sparked by the increased use 
of air travel. 

But rather than allow himself to feel down in 
the dumps about the situation, local photogra¬ 
pher Johnny Hepburn, 48, used it to his advan¬ 
tage and developed a unique new art project. 

He said: “It wasn’t something I planned, 
but when I moved to Margate recently I was 
pretty horrified by the state of the high 
street because there were so many empty 
shops about. 

Horrified 

“I decided to take some pictures to demon¬ 
strate the problems that all high streets are 
experiencing at the moment, but I didn’t want to 
concentrate too much on the doom and gloom. 

“I purposely wanted to showcase these 
facades with lighting that I thought would 
instil a sense of curiosity and create an image 
that would enhance them. 

“I used strong sunlight and the sunsets that 
Margate is famous for to capture melancholy, 
and of course the life existing around the shops.” 

Originally from north London, the former 
Camberwell College of Art student spent most 
of last year taking pictures of World Heritage 
Sites throughout central and southern Europe. 

Mr Hepburn says that his next goal is to cap¬ 


ture all of the sites in the UK that have been 
made World Heritage Sites by the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation (Unesco). These currently include 


Canterbury Cathedral, the Tower of London, 
Stonehenge and 25 others. 

There are also plans for Chatham Dockyard 
and the surrounding area to be afforded such 


status, which Mr Hepburn believes would be a 
good idea. 

He said: “I do think it’s of great importance 
to preserve our cultural heritage, and if that

Man on bigamy 
charge over love 
triangle at prison 

PRISON officers on the Isle of Sheppey are 
embroiled in a love triangle after one was 
charged with bigamy, writes Jill Hurst.

The three all work for the prison service 
based at HMP Swale cluster which includes 
Elmley, Stamford Hill and Swaleside Prison. 

Mr Scott married his new wife Valerie Arnold 
at Newington church, near Sittingboume, on 
October 29 and the pair honeymooned over¬ 
seas. The service was conducted by Church of 
England minister, Rev Elizabeth Cox. 

On return Mr Scott was arrested and 
charged with bigamy 

Defence solicitor Andrew McCooey said Scott 
had assumed his first wife had sorted out the 
final details of the divorce as she had submit¬ 
ted the initial petition. However, although Ms 
Johns had filed for divorce on April 4, 2009, 
and recei ved a decri nisi she failed to apply for 
a decri absolute meaning the couple were still 
legally wed. 

Bearded Scott spoke only to confirm his 
details and plead not guilty 

Magistrate Jane Clayton adjourned the case 
to December 22 and released Scott on condi¬ 
tional bail. 

She warned him not to approach his wife Ms 
Johns, or Rev Cox before the hearing. If con¬

Clearing out 
the white lies 
from history

LORD Nelson, George Washing¬ 
ton and other heroes of world 
history have their reputa¬ 
tions tom to shreds in a 
new collection of little- 
known facts. 

Gillingham author Phil Mason 
drew from his library of more 
than 5,000 reference books to 
expose some of the lies that have 
been told over the years to make 
former presidents, prime ministers 
and emperors appear more wholesome 
than they really were. 

The end result, What Needled Cleopatra... 
and Other Little Secrets Airbrushed From 
History, is now published. 

Mr Mason said: “The book upsets some of 
the comfortable bits of history. I’m sure some 
people won’t like it because when somebody 
like me comes along and says ‘actually the 
story isn’t quite as pure as that’, it takes the 
compass points that they are used to away. 

“The book is based on the way we are 
taught to think about our historical heroes, 
as if they have to have an image that fits how 
certain people want them to be remembered. 

“For instance, it’s widely thought Lord 
Nelson was blind in one eye but today he 
would probably be thought of as a benefits 
fraudster. He was injured for a few days but 
he actually played up the significance of it to 


try to win a military pension, and he never 
actually wore a patch. 

“It was only when he lost his arm in battle 
that he got the pension, and for the rest of his 
life he went around saying he didn’t have a 
problem with his eye at all.” 

The name of the book - What 
Needled Cleopatra - refers to the 
myth that the Egyptian queen was 
not only one of the great beauties 
of her age, but of all time. But 
according to an ancient coin dis¬ 
covered two years ago in New¬ 
castle that showed her to have a 
sharp nose, pointed chin and big 
mouth, she was anything but. 

The book also explains how 
America’s first president George 
Washington was lauded for refusing to 
accept a salary during his eight-year 
tenure as commander of the Continental 
Army during the War of Independence, 
which would have netted him $48,000. 

Instead he ‘merely’ asked to be paid in 
expenses, which worked out at a massive 
$447,220 - about $9 million in today’s values. 

The book is the follow-up to Napoleon’s 
Haemorrhoids... and Other Small Events 
that Changed History, which proved so popu¬ 
lar it was recently released in paperback. 

Mr Mason said: “Some people tend to think 
history is a given but actually it’s the way we 
remember it that is the interesting filter. 

“That’s what makes it so fascinating to me, 
rather than it being the rather dry subject 
we think about from school.”

Addict jailed 
for a string 
of burglaries 

HEROIN addict Ronald Hearn has been 
sentenced to two years in prison after admit¬ 
ting to more than 40 burglaries across Kent. 

The 44-year-old, previously of Heme Bay, 
Gillingham and Rochester, was sentenced 
at Canterbury Crown Court this week. 

He had earlier admitted to breaking into 
a home in Shakespeare Road, Birchington, 
in October, 2008, and stealing golf clubs, 
alcohol and ornaments. His DNA had been 
found on a hammer left at the scene. 

Hearn also admitted taking a silver plat¬ 
ter from a house in Beacon Hill, Herne Bay, 
in September, 2008. The platter was later 
recovered at the home of his girlfriend. 

Officers caught up with Hearn in 
Plumstead, London, and returned him to 
Canterbury for questioning. 

He admitted a string of offences he had 
committed to fund his heroin addiction, 
taking police officers on a tour of east Kent 
identifying properties he had broken into. 

Anxiety 

Hearn targeted homes in Ramsgate, 
Margate, Birchington, Westgate-on-Sea, 
Heme Bay, Whitstable, Canterbury and 
Rochester, stealing £65,000 of luxury goods 
ranging from jewellery to computer and 
camera equipment. 

Many of the homes were broken into 
through windows, and side and rear doors. 

He even broke into a health and beauty 
business in Whitstable, taking facial prod¬ 
ucts and cash. 

Hearn asked for all these offences and 
others committed in Sussex to be taken into 
consideration. 

Det Con John Daly, who investigated the 
burglaries, said: “These burglaries caused a 
great deal of upset and anxiety to those 
whose homes were broken into and were 
purely motivated by Ronald Hearn’s addic¬ 
tion to heroin. It seems that he has stopped 
using dmgs and we can only hope this con¬ 
tinues and that he has, as indicated, turned 
his life around.”

PAT CRAWFORD of Hadlow College offers expert 
tips for making the best of your festive foliage 



BELLS AND THISTLES: Christmas just 
isn’t Christmas without the festive tree 


A TREE is so much part of the fes¬ 
tive season that it’s difficult to 
imagine Christmas without it. 

But a decorated tree, the hanging of mistle¬ 
toe and the burning of a yule log all owe their 
existence to our pagan ancestors, long before 
the celebration of Christ’s birth. 

The custom of putting up a Christmas tree 
certainly existed some 400 years ago and, by 
the early 19th century, European royal courts 
and noble families had taken up the idea. 

A Christmas tree was part of the festivities 
for Queen Victoria, Prince Albert and their 
children at Windsor Castle and this inspired 
the modern British tradition. 

A ‘Christmas tree’ can be one of many 
species. Varieties of fir have become especial¬ 
ly popular lately because, unlike the tradi¬ 
tional Norway Spruce, they don’t shed their 
needles as they dry out. 

Matthew Archer, manager of Hadlow 
College’s Broadview Centre, favours UK- 


grown Nordmann firs: “I prefer to stock trees 
that are grown in this country because it is a 
far more sustainable practice than buying 
imported trees. Furthermore, it is good for the 
UK’s rural economy.” 

Matthew’s top tip when buying is: “Look at 
the shape of the tree and the colour - don’t 
buy anything that is already shedding nee¬ 
dles or looking tired.” 

Alex Rennie, Hadlow’s head gardener, said 
a common fault in selecting a tree relates 
to size. 

He said: “People often want a tall tree that 
reaches nearly to the ceiling, but they don’t 
consider the width. The taller the tree, the 
more width space it will require.” 

Both agree it is a good idea to buy a rooted 
tree for growing on, longevity and possible re¬ 


use, but Matthew added: “The majority of 
trees that have been kept in a hot room for 
several days are unlikely to survive.” 

Alex said: “A gorgeously decked 
Christmas tree looks particularly good 
placed in a corner near a log fire but that or 
close to a radiator or other form of heat, is 
the worst possible position from the per¬ 
spective of the tree’s survival. 

“Anyone wanting to grow on a rooted tree 
should consider placing it in a cool porch or, 
even better, outside in the garden.” 

On prolonging the appearance of an un¬ 
rooted tree, Alex said: “Treat a cut tree like a 
cut flower. Saw off an inch or more from the 
base of the trunk. Then immerse the tree in 
water for two or three hours. This will help to 
prevent the tree drying out.”

With last-minute Christmas preparations in full swing, RACHEL McATHY finds 
out how to make the most of top local produce with special festive recipes 


C HRISTMAS is just days away - the last of the 
decorations are being put up, presents are 
being wrapped and the fridge is fit to burst 
with seasonal treats. 

With less than a week left to plan the big day, we have com¬ 
piled the ultimate Christmas banquet, using locally sourced 
ingredients.

Each recipe features an array of local produce, from vegeta¬ 
bles, meats and game, to nuts, wines and dairy. To start is a deli¬ 
cious winter warmer soup, featuring Christmas favourite the 
chestnut, paired with Kentish mushrooms. 

For the main meal, turkey has been replaced by succulent 
pheasant, cooked with spicy chorizo for a Spanish twist. 

Finish off the festive feast with a mouth-watering dessert of 
tiramisu, made with Kentish cobnuts. 

So using ingredients grown and reared here in the county, you 
can be rest assured that feeding the family this Christmas can 
be both stress-free and absolutely delicious. Merry Christmas 
from everyone at foodforkent.co.uk and KOS Media. 

Chestnut and Mushroom Soup 

Preparation time: 10 minutes 
Cooking time: 35 minutes 
Serves: 6 

2 tsps Chapel Press rapeseed Oil 
1 onion, finely chopped 
1 carrot, chopped 
350g mushrooms, sliced 
175g peeled roasted chestnuts 
2 litres vegetable stock 
2 tbsps chopped fresh parsley 
lOOg Hinxden Dairy creme fraiche 
salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Heat the oil in a large saucepan and saute the onion, carrot 
and mushrooms until softened, about 5 minutes. Sprinkle in the 
flour and continue to saute for a couple more minutes. 

Add the chestnuts and then gradually add vegetable stock to 
the saucepan and bring to the boil. Reduce the heat, cover and 
simmer for 20 minutes. 

Transfer the soup to a liquidiser or food processor and add 
the parsley and most of the creme fraiche. Blend for about 15- 
20 minutes until smooth, then return to the saucepan. 

Taste and season the soup, then serve in warmed bowls, gar¬ 
nished with the reserved fromage frais and parsley sprigs. 

• Cook's note: to roast chestnuts, pierce them with a sharp knife 
on the flat side, then roast them on a baking sheet in an oven

Pot Roast Kentish Pheasant with a Spanish Twist 

Preparation Time: 10 minutes 
Cooking time: 180 minutes 
Serves: 6 

2 Mersham Hatch pheasants 

1 knob of Nederland butter 

3 tbsp Chapel Press rapeseed oil 

4 cloves garlic 
4 sprigs thyme 

2 bay leaves 
salt and pepper 
200g chorizo 

300ml Chapel Down white wine 
500ml stock 

1 handful chopped parsley 

2 onions 

Place a large casserole dish over a medium heat, add the but¬ 
ter and a tablespoon of the Chapel Press rapeseed oil. Add the 
onions (peeled and finely sliced), the garlic, thyme and bay 
leaves. Cook for about 10 minutes until soft and golden, stirring 
regularly. Meanwhile, set a large frying pan over a high heat and 
add two tablespoons of rapeseed oil. Brown the pheasants on all 
sides for a few minutes, then transfer to the casserole. Add the 
chorizo (outer skin removed and chopped into chunks). Fry for a 
few minutes then add to the casserole. 

Deglaze the frying pan with a little of the wine, add that to 
the casserole along with the remaining wine, stock. Bring to a 
simmer, cover and then move to a pre-heated oven at 170C or 


325F, gas mark 3. Cook for about two hours. 

Remove the pheasants from the pan and set aside in a warm 
place. Skim off any excess fat. Add the parsley and season to 
taste. Carve the birds into manageable pieces onto warmed 
plates and spoon over the chorizo and sauce. Serve with mashed 
potatoes and/or bread. 

Kentish Christmas Stuffing 

Preparation Time: 25 minutes 
Cooking time: 15 minutes 
Serves: 10 

50g Nederland butter 
200g onions, peeled & chopped 
lOOg celery, roughly chopped 
225g Cumberland sausage, skinned 

2 rashers local bacon - thinly chopped 
lOOg brown breadcrumbs 

4 tbsps chopped fresh parsley 
4 tsps chopped fresh thyme 
50g Kentish cobnuts 
salt and pepper 

Slice up the bacon, onion and celery. Melt the butter in a fry¬ 
ing pan and add the bacon, onion and celery - you're not look¬ 
ing to cook it, just fry it off for a few minutes. Meanwhile put 
the breadcrumbs, herbs and nuts into a food processor (here is 
where you can experiment, add some different types of nuts or 
herbs, thyme works well, it's really down to what you have to 
hand). Add the bacon onion mix and blend with a couple of 
whizzes of the processor. 

Now you can either stuff the bird or place on a baking tray for 
45 minutes until crisp. 

Cobnut Tiramisu (from Alex Hunt at Potash Farm) 

Preparation: 1 hour, plus 2-3 hours chilling (or overnight) 
Cooking time: 20 minutes 
Number of servings: 8-10 

1 tsp vanilla extract 

3 egg yolks 

50g caster sugar 

pinch of salt 

250g mascarpone 

250g double cream 

lOOg shelled cobnuts, roughly chopped 

300ml cold espresso coffee 

4 tbsp hazelnut or coffee liqueur 
250g sponge fingers 

cocoa powder, for sprinkling 


Put the vanilla, egg yolks, caster sugar and salt in a heatproof 
bowl and place over a pan of steaming hot water. Beat with elec¬ 
tric whisk until the mixture is thick and creamy. Then remove 
the bowl from over the pan and continue whisking until the mix¬ 
ture is cool and thick. 

Beat the mascarpone in a separate bowl until soft and then 
fold it into the egg mixture. In another large bowl whip the 
cream and then fold it into the egg mixture. 

Heat a non-stick pan on top of the stove. When hot, add the 
cobnuts and toast, stirring constantly, for 5-6 minutes until the 
nuts are fragrant. Remove from the pan and leave to cool. 

Mix the coffee and liqueur together in a high-sided dish. Dip 
the sponge fingers into the coffee mixture one at a time and lay 
in the bottom of a glass serving dish. Sprinkle over some of the 
toasted cobnuts, then spoon over some of the cream and smooth 
over the surface. 

Repeat the layers with the coffee-soaked sponge fingers, nuts 
and cream until all the cream is used up. Smooth the final layer 
of cream, dust with cocoa powder and sprinkle over the remain¬ 
ing nuts. Place in the fridge for at least 2-3 hours prior to serv¬ 
ing. Can also be made in individual glass bowls.

Conflict in Afghanistan 


The Taliban-led insurgents 

will succeed only if we lose 

our resolve, savs Defence 

Secretary BOB AINSWORTH 


MORE than 100 UK 
troops have been killed 
this year in Afghanistan. 
Each death is a personal 
tragedy for the families, 
friends and comrades of 
those killed. 

I understand the strength of 
public feeling back in the UK 
when confronted with the reality 
of the fighting in Afghanistan. 
Progress has come at a heavy 
human cost. People rightly ask - 
is it worth it? 

The NATO mission in 
Afghanistan is a conflict of neces¬ 
sity, not of choice. 

It is vital to the national securi¬ 
ty of the UK. British forces are 
fighting as part of a coalition of 
more than 40 nations because 
they too have made the same 
judgement for their national 
security. 

We are in Afghanistan because 
the Taliban gave safe haven to 
the terrorists of A1 Qaeda, who 
helped plan and carry out 
attacks around the world, includ¬ 
ing the atrocities of 9/11. 

Sixty-seven British citizens 
died in those attacks, when 
almost 3,000 innocent people 
from 90 countries lost their lives. 

Getting rid of the brutal 
Taliban regime in 2001 was only 
the first part of the job. 

The second is to make sure that 
A1 Qaeda cannot return to 
Afghanistan and use it to plan 
and direct further atrocities. 


When the Afghans themselves 
are strong enough to deny the 
territory of Afghanistan as a base 
for terrorists, then our troops can 
come home. That’s why the focus 
on training Afghan troops and 
police is so important. 

Ninety per cent of ISAF 
(International Security Assist¬ 
ance Force) operations are car¬ 
ried out in conjunction with the 
Afghan army and they are start¬ 
ing to lead independent opera¬ 
tions. Some 223 Afghan military 
and police were killed in action in 
August and September alone. 

From the military point of view, 
we have taken essential steps 
this summer. 

In the south, the centre of the 
insurgency, the inflow of thou¬ 
sands of additional US, UK and 
other NATO troops has enabled 
the Afghan Government to 
extend its authority around the 
main population centres. Across 
Helmand province, UK, US, 
Danish, Estonian and Afghan 
forces have had a major impact 
on the insurgency. 


The vast majority of Afghans 
do not want the Taliban back. 
They want security and to be 
able to get on with their lives. So 
progress is not just measured in 
insurgents killed or captured but 
in how far life is improving. 

In Helmand, 63 schools have 
opened in the last 11 months. 

Only a comprehensive app¬ 
roach that marries security to 
development and governance 
will meet our objectives in 
Afghanistan. 

The Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Secretary have set out 
our political strategy and the 
essential steps required by the 
Afghan Government. 

The commitment of President 
Karzai to reach out to his oppo¬ 
nents to promote national recon¬ 
ciliation, to strengthen the Afghan 
security forces and to stamp down 
on corruption is crucial. 

The new UK force level of 9,500 
that we have set out is part of a 
wider commitment by the 
alliance on both strategy and 
delivery. The commitment deci¬ 



sion by the United States and 
other NATO countries to bolster 
the political strategy with extra 
troops is a demonstration of our 
collective resolve. 

Some argue that our presence 
in Afghanistan gives a boost to 
violent extremism around the 
world, but the greatest boost to 
their vicious ideology would be 
for us to retreat now. 

So we must maintain momen¬ 
tum and get the job done. This 
will not happen overnight - more 
lives will be lost and some of 
them will be British lives. 

But we cannot afford to be half¬ 
hearted in Afghanistan - and 
neither can we afford to be so 
here at home. 

Our forces in the field risking 
life and limb deserve our sup¬ 
port. All parties in the House of 
Commons are united behind our 
troops. 

The Taliban-led insurgents 
cannot defeat NATO in the field. 
They will succeed only if we lose 
our resolve. 

We must not. We will not.

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Tragedy of east/west divide 


I think KoS is an excellent paper, sharing 
news and information from around and 
about Kent. 

However, what is more than apparent, 
through your own articles and from stories 
on economics, jobs, prosperity and such 
like is the continuing disparity that exists 
between the east and west of the county. 

For far too long, the more prosperous 
west (especially Tunbridge Wells, Bromley, 
Sevenoaks, Maidstone and West Mailing 
for example) has remained economically 
buoyant, even in these difficult times, 
compared to the east, specifically the 
coastal regions of Folkestone, Dover, 
Margate and Ramsgate. 

Your articles continue to highlight this 
gap between relatively affluent, commuter 
belt towns where the pull of London’s 
prosperity overspills to the hinterland, and 


the higher levels of unemployment, social 
and economic deprivation found in Kent’s 
coastal regions. Years of neglect and 
underfunding have taken their toll. 

Although we cannot return to the hey¬ 
days of the coastal towns, when they were 
smart tourist destinations in their own 
right, more must be done both at a local, 
county and national level to regenerate 
these forgotten resorts. 

Art and creativity may help to bring 
investment and people in (eg, Creative 
Quarter, Folkestone), but this alone will 
not return these towns to their glory. I 
don’t know what will, but I desperately 
hope the long-awaited full introduction of 
the high-speed train service will put this 
part of the county back on the map and 
show there is life beyond Maidstone.

So Kent County Council bosses have written 
off any chance of recouping £2.7 million out of 


the £50m they invested in Icelandic banks.

With nativity plays in full swing, parents 
should know that common sense can prevail 
when it comes to taking photographs of 


school children (‘School photo paranoia totally 
out of control’ December 6). 

The Data Protection Act does not prevent 
parents taking photos of their children and 
friends participating in school events for 
personal use. So it is perfectly acceptable for 
parents to take photos of their children and 
friends performing in school plays or other 
events for the family album. 

While we understand the caution some 
schools take, sometimes organisations 
misunderstand the law. The Act plays a very 
important role in safeguarding our personal 
information and the Information 
Commissioner’s Office has clear guidance 
about photography in schools.

As your readers go about their Christmas 
shopping, I am writing to warn about the 
dangers of unsolicited consumer credit. 

This has become increasingly prevalent in 
the age of online shopping. 

Some stores use details given by shoppers 
to open accounts, but the accounts bring 
with them a credit facility which has not 
been specifically asked for. You give your 
details so they can bill you, and an account 
is opened in your name with a ‘generous’ 
amount of credit attached. This can happen 
even if you are paying instantly with your 
credit card. I have been trying to call the 
stores to account and have discussed this 
with the chief executive of the Financial 
Services Authority. 

I will soon be taking it up with the Office 
of Fair Trading but need more information 
from people who have been affected.

Fast track to let-down 

Having seen the new timetables for 
Southeastern trains from Folkestone and 
east Kent to and from London, it appears all 
the consultations were a sham as they have 
obviously not taken people’s concerns and 
wishes into account. 

They will will be running just two very 
slow ‘classic’ services, stopping everywhere, 
thus taking one hour and 40-45 minutes to 
and from Charing Cross, Monday to Friday, 
and only one of those on a Saturday, along 
with another price hike from January, as 
well as the exorbitant fares to use the St 
Pancras line anyway. This instead of the 
current ‘fast’ train of about 80 minutes and a 
slower 90 minute one. 

Indeed, on the radio people were complain¬ 
ing about the timetable, one saying she will 
save just 10 minutes even if using the new 
line and the Underground. This has been 
done to force people onto the new line which 
neither I, nor I suspect many others, find 
useful or acceptable, even if the trains are 
better overall. This was raised at the meet¬ 
ings but clearly ignored. 

I find Charing Cross far more convenient, 
and occasionally London Bridge, than St 
Pancras. It’s more convenient to go to 
Charing Cross for visiting the shops, muse¬ 
ums, galleries and cinemas than St Pancras 
could ever be. Southeastern claims people 
can walk from St Pancras to the centre of 
London in about 20 minutes or so but this 
would require speed-walking. Recent reports 
suggest people are having to psyche them¬ 
selves up to get on the now dangerously 
overcrowded Tube or the very often grid- 
locked London buses. So neither being rea¬ 
sonable alternatives most of the time. 

So we are left with the false ‘choice’ of 
either very fast or very slow which cannot be 
acceptable, especially given all the price 
hikes - which should have been reductions. 

If they had turned one of the ‘classic’ serv¬ 
ices to a semi-fast, maybe with just two or 
three extra stops, that would have been 
more acceptable. But no, they couldn’t be 
bothered, being more interested in their own 
pockets than providing a decent service. 

Finally, none of this is going to get people 
out of their cars to help tackle climate 
change. With the talks in Copenhagen head¬ 
ing towards a fudge, it’s even more impotant 
to push strongly for more action. The rail¬ 
ways brought prosperity to both Kent and 
the world in the 19th century. Thus a second 
age of the train, with prices and service lev¬ 
els people can accept, is surely the way for¬ 


ward. I suggest turning all Britain’s railways 
into a social enterprise structure under a 
renamed Network Rail, so we can all be 
stakeholders, along with reversing the 
Government’s reducing investment and sub¬ 
sidies policy. I suspect more people would 
rather this continuing with the privatised 
version which, as we’ve seen with the east 
coast main line, is a failure all round.

Giving birth to fear 

It is 7am on Monday, December 14, and I 
have just spent a very restless night, unable 
to get Amanda Holden’s ITV show, Out Of 
My Depth, out of my head. 

While I accept the hospital and staff con¬ 
cerned had no control over the editing, I am 
appalled and ashamed they did not antici¬ 
pate the potential outcome of such a pro¬ 
gramme and only allow positive filming, 
rather than - once again - turning child¬ 
birth on TV into a dangerous life event that 
women need saving from. 

I understood the role of consultant midwife 
was to promote normal birth, not perpetuate 
the medical model. Having taken part in TV 
programmes myself (such as Home Birth 
Diaries on Discovery Health), I have no issue 
with them as such as they can be a wonder¬ 
ful source of education. However, according 
to my midwives’ rules, I have a duty of care 
to all women and that includes how I go 
about portraying and promoting childbirth. 

In every respected midwifery book avail¬ 
able, the profession is familiar with disem- 
powerment and the dangers of the cascade of 
intervention is highlighted. 

Student midwives learn about it on a daily 
basis and are encouraged not to implement 
it. The medical model of childbirth demon¬ 
strates that a woman is put into a hospital 
gown, laid on a bed, becomes distressed and 
asks for a epidural. 

Due to the epidural the baby has a drop in 
blood pressure and shows signs of distress, is 
tom from her body with instmments, is in a 
short-term bad condition due to the above 
but, hey presto, the midwife or doctor saves 
the baby and the woman is grateful. 

It is shameful to show that kind of 
approach on television when so much work 
is being done to make changes away from 
the medical model of childbirth. 

However, if that is what is normal and 
usual in most labour wards, then those mid¬ 
wives who accept or promote it should be 
ashamed. Less than half of childbearing 
women in this country have normal child¬ 
birth, mostly due to being in a medical 
model of care and the definition of‘normal’ 
when collecting that figure is very loose. 

If we use the words physiological or as 
nature intended, which is the safest way, the 
figure comes down to half that. How can that 
be when women are so good at giving birth? 
How did we survive so many thousands of 
years if childbirth is so damaging? 

Professionals have a lot to answer for 
because the messages we give are the ones 
women take on and that show gave a very 
warped view of childbirth. 

In this country, childbirth is a very safe 
process. Seven in 1,000 babies die and that 
programme was an hour long. The ratio of 
time spent talking about death and dying 
was disproportionate and inappropriate, for 
no other reason than sensationalism. 

With such a high-profile personality, a 
golden opportunity was available to show 
normality, promote birth in a positive and 
empowering way. 

Both births attended by Ms Holden 
showed women on their backs, on beds, in 
hospital gowns, one baby received unneces¬ 
sary suction. Why not a home birth, a water 
birth, a squatting birth, all-fours even? Why 
not a normal birth? 

Ms Holden would have had just as many 
tears and the message to women would have 
been different and empowering. I am 
ashamed of my profession if they think it is 
all right to tell women childbirth is a danger¬ 
ous, terrifying event they and their babies 
have to be saved from, because it’s not - and 
the rest of my career will be spent giving 
that message.

ROLLERMANIA returns to 
Kent when Les McKeown 
relives the good old days. 

As the lead singer of 70s pop group Bay 
City Rollers, McKeown achieved every 
teenage boy’s dream - super stardom, 
chart-topping hits and hordes of scream¬ 
ing girls wherever he went. Now the ulti¬ 
mate heartthrob is celebrating those gold¬ 
en days with an evening of great songs 
and nostalgia. 

As well as performing the hits that 
made Bay City Rollers teen pin-ups all 
over the world, McKeown, 54, will be 
revisiting songs by the artists that 
inspired the young Scottish popstars. 

“The songs we’ve picked to go into that 
section of the show are songs that not 
only I, but the rest of the band, liked at 
the time,” he said. “Bands like the Beatles 
were a big influence and people like 
Frank Sinatra and Elvis Presley.” 

For five years, McKeown was part of a 
global phenomenon, storming the charts 
with hits like Shang-a-Lang, Summer 
Love Sensation, All of Me Loves All of You 
and Bye Bye Baby, which became the 
biggest-selling song of 1975. Hordes of 
tartan-clad girls clamoured to see them in 
concert and buy their music, with some 
sources claiming the band sold as many 
as 300 million records worldwide. 

All that mega-stardom must have 
seemed an impossible dream for the small 
boy who discovered a love of singing. 

“Since the very beginning I was singing. 
I used to annoy a lot of people and I start¬ 
ed to look at working to get a bit better,” 
he said. “We would listen to the radio on 
Sunday, all us kids together. There used to 
be a kids’ series called Fireball XL5 and 
its theme tune was the first thing I ever 
sang. We had it recorded and my brother 
was trying to find the recording recently. I

might try to recreate that one on stage!” 

As he entered his teens, McKeown became 
ever more determined to perform, no mat¬ 
ter what level of success he might reach. 

“I was not looking to a career, I just knew 
I wanted to be on stage for the rest of my 
life, singing and playing in a band,” he 
said. “Luckily the Government colluded to 
help me by chucking me out of school at 15 
and I didn’t finish my education, so I start¬ 
ed a new education in rock and roll.” 

McKeown spotted an advert for a band 
singer and, through a large amount of 
bluffing about his previous experience, he 
managed to land the job fronting a group 
called Threshold. While performing with 
the band, he was spotted by Bay City 
Rollers manager Tam Paton who asked 
him to audition for the band. 

“I had to pass a couple of rigorous tests 
first. I had to sing in a theatre, just me, 
with all these people in suits in the shad¬ 
ows... but everybody was quite happy. I 
got the job and that was the start of our 
world domination.” 

At just 18, McKeown became a super- 
star and subject to the sort of adulation 
only the Beatles and Elvis Presley had 
experienced before. The world of celebrity 
is strewn with the wreckage of young 
stars unable to cope with sudden fame, so 
how did this group of young lads cope? 

“I suppose we managed pretty well in 
the early stages because we were quite 
protected and isolated from other influ¬ 
ences,” McKeown said. 

“It was done for our own protection and 
also so the manager could have complete 
control over us. But I enjoyed those days 
and that’s mainly what this show is 
about. It’s not a gritty show about the 
good and bad. It’s about how Rollermania 
made us feel and how it made the public 
feel, it’s a celebration.” 

By the age of 23, already a massive star, 


McKeown left the band to become a solo 
artist. Over the following decades he 
enjoyed success in Japan and Germany, 
before returning to London in 1991 with 
his theatrical project, the Tartan Army. 

“When I left the band, I thought I was 
immortal. I was keen to develop songwrit¬ 
ing and producing skills; all the things 
I had not had time for or had not 
been allowed to be involved with,” ^ 
he said. 

With his Legendary Bay f 
City Rollers band, McKeown 
has toumed the world and 
taken part in the 2005 
Once in a Lifetime Tour, 
alongside David Essex 
and the Osmonds. He 
has also performed on / 
the jazz stage at * 

Glastonbury and is * 
exploring new proj¬ 
ects that blend 
music genres. But 
he is always happy 
to revisit the pop 
tunes that made 
him a star. 

“They are happy 
songs that appeal¬ 
ed at a specific 
time in their life,” 
he said. “I’m glad 
I was in a band 
like Bay City Roll¬ 
ers and not one 
that played doom 
and gloom. That 
would be depressing.”

“Christmas dinner is arguably the most 
important meal of the year and we want to 
help our customers make their mark in the 
kitchen,” said Mark Goldberg, meat and fish 
specialist at the Foodhall. “The secret to a suc¬ 


cessful Christmas dinner is down to two 
things: quality ingredients and knowing the 
best way to prepare and cook them.” 

Here are a few recipe ideas to help you ring 
the changes at your Christmas dinner table 
this year. 

• Roast partridge with cranberry and 
red wine gravy 

Two partridges are suitable for two people. 
Preparation: Remove giblets and trim excess 
fat or skin. Keep the partridge refrigerated. 

Bacon and onion stuffing: Finely chop 
eight slices of bacon and half a small onion. 
Mix together in a bowl. Using your fingers, 
loosen the skin from the breast meat and 
pack the bacon and onion under the skin of 
the birds. 

Preheat the oven to 200°C. Place the two 
birds in a roasting tin. Tuck two sprigs of 
rosemary inside the birds. Dot the skin with 
lOg of butter. Roast for 40 minutes, or until 
cooked and the juices run clear. Once 
cooked, transfer the birds onto serving 
plates and keep warm. 

Cranberry and red wine gravy: Pour the 
juices from the roasting tin into a small 
saucepan and add one tablespoon of cran¬ 
berry jelly and 100ml of red wine. Add lOg 
of butter and season with salt and pepper. 

Cook over a gentle heat and keep stirring 
until the jelly is dissolved, the sauce is bub¬ 
bling and has reduced slightly. Strain the 
gravy through a sieve and serve in a jug. 

Serve with a pile of celeriac mash and 
seasonal vegetables. 


• Pheasant breast with apples and 
creme fraTche 

Two pheasant breasts are suitable for two peo¬ 
ple. Preparation: Trim any excess fat, wash the 
pheasants in cold water and keep refrigerated. 

Pour one tablespoon of olive oil into a small 
heavy-based frying pan and place over a high 
heat. Season the pheasant breasts with salt 
and pepper and place in the pan. Cook for two 
to three minutes on each side or until cooked 
through and browned. 

Set aside on a plate to rest for five minutes, 
covering with foil to keep warm. 

Apples and creme fraiche: Peel and core one 
small English Royal Gala apple and cut into 
12 wedges. Place the wedges in the pan and 
cook for one minute on each side or until gold¬ 
en brown. Add 100ml chicken stock and cook 
for five minutes or until the sauce reduces by 
about two thirds and the apple is tender. Turn 
the heat down and then stir in two tablespoons 
of creme fraiche and two of finely chopped, 
fresh parsley. Season with salt and pepper. 

Cut the pheasant breasts into four or five 
diagonal slices and return to the pan, with any 
juices, to warm through. 

Serve with a side of seasoned red cabbage. 

• Roasted duck fillets with marmalade 
and chilli glaze 

Four fillets are suitable for four. Preparation: 
Marinate the duck for 30 minutes in the glaze. 
This is made with the juice from half an 
orange. Mix with four tablespoons of mar¬ 
malade, a pinch of chilli flakes and one teaspoon 
of sherry vinegar. Season with salt and pepper.

BEAUTIFUL BIRDS: Meat and fish specialist 
Mark Goldberg has some tips for making a 
change to your traditional Christmas dinner 


Place the duck on a baking tray lined with 
parchment paper. Score the flesh with a criss¬ 
cross pattern. Spread the glaze over the top 
liberally. Cut half an orange into four seg¬ 
ments and arrange around the duck. 

Cooking guidelines: Preheat the oven to 
190°C and roast for around 30 minutes. Baste 
the duck and orange wedges with the glaze a 
couple of times during the cooking time. 

Place the duck and orange wedges on two 
plates, drizzle with the glaze and serve with 
lightly steamed kale or green vegetables. 

• Roasted goose with prune and apple 
stuffing 

A six kilo goose is suitable for a family of eight. 
Preparation: Rinse the goose under cold water 
and pat dry. 

Prune and apple stuffing: Chop 250g soft 
d’Agne prunes and lOOg apricots to the size of 
raisins. Tip into a bowl and pour over 100ml of 
Armagnac or Calvados. Cover with cling film 
and then leave to soak overnight. 

Add one finely chopped onion, two peeled, 
cored and diced Bramley apples, half a tea¬ 
spoon of ground cloves and half a teaspoon of 
freshly grated nutmeg to the dried fruit. Mix 
together and add salt and pepper. 

Apricot and almond sausage meat stuffing: 
Place 450g of apricot and almond sausage 
meat stuffing into a bowl and season. 

Stuffing the goose: Fill the smaller neck cav¬ 
ity with the apricot and almond sausage meat 
stuffing. Then spoon the prune and apple stuff¬ 
ing into the larger main body. Secure the bird 
at each end with metal skewers. 


Cooking guidelines: Preheat the oven to 
180°C, gas mark 4. Weigh the goose and calcu¬ 
late the cooking time, allowing 35 minutes per 
kilo, plus 10 minutes. Place the goose on a 
metal rack over a large roasting tin. Roast for 
45 minutes, pouring off excess fat. Return to 
the oven for the remaining cooking time, or 
until thoroughly cooked and the juices run 
clear, pouring off the excess fat regularly. 

Cover with foil and leave to rest for 15-30 
minutes before carving. 

Tip: An hour before the end of the cooking 
time, core eight small Cox eating apples 
through the bases, leaving the stalks intact. 
Stud each one with 8-10 whole cloves. Place 
around the goose for the final hour. 

Serve the goose with the apples, gar¬ 
nished with bay leaves and apple sauce 
with cider. 

• Maple-glazed turkey with mush¬ 
rooms and sage 

Six turkey breast steaks will serve six peo¬ 
ple. Preparation: Heat two tablespoons of 
sunflower oil in a large frying pan with a 
lid. Add the turkey steaks and fry for 6-8 
minutes, turning occasionally, until almost 
cooked through. 

Mushroom and sage sauce: Return all the 
steaks to the pan. Stir in 250g organic 
chestnut mushrooms, halved. Add 7g of 
fresh sage leaves roughly chopped. Thinly 
slice two cloves of garlic and add to pan. 
Cover and cook for 2-3 minutes. 

Pour in five tablespoons of whiskey and 
boil rapidly to reduce the liquid by half. Add 


four tablespoons of medium maple syrup and 
150ml of chicken stock. Return to the boil for 
4-5 minutes, until the liquid is now a sticky 
glaze and the turkey is cooked through. 
Season to taste. 

Garnish with whole sage leaves. Serve with 
basmati rice and mini sweet com cobs.

Now, remember the French are good at sim¬ 
ple food: take a thin cut of beef, beat it flat, 
sear it on either side and serve with a pile of 
proper thin French fries and you have a tasty, 
swift main course, anywhere. 

I was looking for more than that on a 
Saturday evening out, but I felt secure that 
my default steak et frites would ensure I left 
happy. 

There was a choice of nine starters and 
around 20 main courses... which is ample. 

If there’s one lesson Scottish telly chef 
Gordon Ramsay has taught me it is that good 
restaurants don’t offer too much choice (it 
allows the chef to concentrate on doing a few 
things well, you see?) and that knowledge 
has repeatedly proved accurate. 

I didn’t understand why we were told the 
complimentary French bread was compli¬ 
mentary - I’m sure a Frenchman would 
chuckle but I’m sure some Englishmen 
would want to check they weren’t being 
charged - but it was welcome as we mulled 
over the choice of starters, narrowing it 
down to two, eventually. 

I was tempted by the champignon farci - 
roasted field mushrooms, topped with but¬ 
tered spinach and a poached free-range egg 
and glazed with a creamy cheese sauce 
(£5.95). But settled for the terrine de foies 
de volaille, a coarse chicken and pork liver 
pate, with pickled gherkins which came 
with a baguette (though mine didn’t, initial¬ 
ly, the only mistake of the evening) at £5.50. 

My partner chose the soupe a l’oignon 
with Gruyere cheese croutons (£4.95) after 
brief flirtation with the gravadlax, pepper 
and dill-cured salmon in a sweet mustard 
and cucumber garnish (£5.95). 

So perhaps the food wasn’t quite so sim¬ 
ple after all. 

Equally the wine list was straightfor-

ward, and from the choice of eight reds, the 
perfect choice for me was a full-bodied black- 
curranty Shiraz-Cabemet, from, er, Australia 
in fact. The sort of red you could drink anytime 
available in glasses, carafes of bottles. 

A jug of iced water arrived without any silly 
discussion about still or sparkling - it was free. 

I was already pretty content and as the 
restaurant began to fill up at around 9pm the 
service never faltered. 

For her main course, my partner chose boeuf 
Bourguignon - beef braised in red wine with 
bacon lardons, mushroom, carrots and herbs 
served with mashed potato (£13.95). 

I eventually settled on the evening special 
from the board, seafood skewers of cod, 
salmon and prawn, with a little salad and, 
of course, les frites. 

The food was very good. The beef 
Bouguignon melted in the mouth and tast¬ 
ed wonderful, while the seafood was more 


an hors d’oeuvres than a main course. 

It was at almost exactly the moment I 
tucked into my main course that I realised 
Brasserie Gerard is in fact part of a chain. 
“Like Cafe Rouge, a few doors down?” I asked 
the waiter. 

And so it is, with almost 30 restaurants 
across Britain, including Sevenoaks and 
Canterbury here in Kent. 

We finished our meal with an excellent tart 
tartin and a creme brullee and during coffee, 
reflected on some of the nicest service experi¬ 
enced in a long time and smiled when the final 
bill of £66 was presented. 

Personally, I’d recommend the restaurant to 
anyone. Bon appetite.

Builders maintain an 


interest in reducing 
our carbon footprint

A CONFERENCE on how best to 
build green homes in Kent and the 
UK is being held for the first time 
next month. 

The Green Building Maintenance Confer¬ 
ence is aimed at helping developers to discov¬ 
er the best ways of keeping up with new 
demands from inspectors and buyers. 

The main message of the event is: “We 
should only proceed with green improvements 


to existing homes if we frilly understand the 
implications.” 

It is being held on January 7 at the 
University of Wales Institute, Cardiff. 

It will focus professional attention on how 
effective building maintenance is essential for 
tackling and coping with the effects of climate 
change and is timed to be close to the 
Copenhagen climate change summit. 

Simon Cousins, the university’s building 
maintenance programme leader, said: 
“Existing buildings have already

produced carbon and have 
used precious resources in their orig¬ 
inal construction, so it makes sense not to 
demolish them but to maintain them. 

“Proper maintenance will help buildings 
survive through climate change, but we should 


only proceed with green improvements if we 
properly understand the implications, other¬ 
wise we could be creating other problems for 
the buildings and their occupants. 

“As climate change takes hold, the simple 
things like clearing gutters and drains will 
become even more important, but other issues 
such as sealing up and insulating traditional 



And John Edwards, chairman 
of the expert panel in building mainte¬ 
nance at the Chartered Institute of Building, 
added: ‘With so much emphasis on new green 
buildings and refurbishment, we are pleased 
that we can debate the credentials of the most 
common activity. 

“Maintenance and repair is estimated to be 
47 per cent of the construction industry’s out¬ 
put, so if we really want to reduce greenhouse 
gas output by 80 per cent by 2050, we can’t 
afford to ignore building maintenance.”

HOME developers in Kent have 
been told a new award scheme is 
being launched to reward the way 
health and safety is handled. 

The National House-Building 
Council said it will be a dedicated 
health and safety award scheme 
for the homebuilding industry. 

Those companies that stick clos¬ 
est to the rules will be rewarded 
with gongs for health and safety 
best practice. 

The aptly named NHBC Health 
and Safety Awards will recognise 
homebuilders in the county who 
make the best efforts to maintain 
health and safety concerns at the 
top of their agenda in spite of the 
economic downturn. 

To qualify, all NHBC registered 
builders will have to notify organ¬ 
isers of their interest by the end of 
the year. 

NHBC said it recognises emer¬ 


gence from a recession is often 
coupled with a rise in the number 
of accidents on site as more 
and more comers are cut to keep 
costs down. 

But the cost in human misery 
cannot be calculated against the 
small cost of keeping a building 
site safe, and so the NHBC said it 
wants to ensure a continued focus 
on health and safety despite the 
price in pounds. 

Small, medium and large 
builders will be judged fairly 
against their peers to ensure 
everyone across the range is 
catered for. 

Three special awards will be 
presented for excellence and inno¬ 
vation in taking health and safety 
to staff onsite and in the commu¬ 
nity. They will be given following a 
rigorous judging process and site 
inspections.

ON FIRST learning of Vauxhairs 
Insignia VXR performance flag¬ 
ship, I called it 'The Beast’. 

After all, previous VXR versions of 
standard Vauxhall production models have 
tended to be a bit raw, exemplified by 
the VXR8 monster V8 Aussie import - 
popularly known as 'The Thunder from 
Down Under’. 

But if the VXR8 is Crocodile Dundee, the 
new Insignia VXR is more James Bond; a 
subtle performer designed to take out 
German performance models for a lot less 
money (from £30,995) than, say, BMW’s 
£65,000 M5. 

Any lingering thoughts that this 325bhp 
super saloon, hatch or estate is a hooligan 
designed to highlight rather than add real 
numbers to the Insignia’s dominance of the 
mainstream family car sector this year, are 
quickly dispelled behind the wheel.

It sits on an all-wheel-drive chassis, will 
hit 60mph in under six seconds and can be 
pushed to limits that you ought not to try 
on public roads, yet the engine rumbles 
rather than roars and the ride is far from 
riotous - thank goodness. 

In short, Vauxhall has created a cut-price 
performance car for everyday use. 

It could signal a change of policy by 
Vauxhall about what VXR should stand for 


- especially now that the brand has 
dropped out of racing. 

The VXR’s tidy handling was apparently 
fine-tuned on the gruelling Nurburgring 
circuit in Germany though. It also sits 
10mm lower than the SRi - the previous 
Insignia performance star - and boasts 
several smart chassis features. 

A special front suspension has been devel¬ 
oped to improve cornering and grip and 
reduce any unruliness transmitted through 
the steering wheel, while the Adaptive 4x4’ 
system also aims to tame any waywardness. 

The VXR’s looks add to its value-for- 
money pitch; a hefty yet restrained bodykit 
complements sleek Insignia styling and the 
package also brings 19-inch alloys - light¬ 
weight 20-inch forged alloys are a tempting 
£1,100 extra - Brembo brakes with colour- 
keyed callipers, vented/cross-drilled discs 
and beefy dual matt chrome exhausts. 

There is no doubt of the car’s sporting cre¬ 


dentials inside either, thanks to Recaro 
front seats plus lots of VXR branding and a 
classy yet practical finish. 

However, the VXR’s more humble and 
numerous sisters and the mainstream 
griffin badge on the front might suggest 
higher depreciation than perceived rivals 
with a snobby German badge but, hey, look 
at the upfront price. 

And it could become a bit of a cult car like 
Vauxhall’s legendary 177mph Lotus 
Carlton of the early 1990s - faster than the 
VXR, but also costing an astonishing 
£44,000 at the time too. 

As we contemplate a world of lower 
emissions and consumption - and I’m not 
arguing against restraint - it is nice to 
know that there is still room for a quality 
performance model like the new VXR.

TOYOTA’S latest Avensis is a far 
superior all-round product to its 
predecessor - it has to be. 

There is no room for also-rans now in the 
ultra-competitive family model or 'Mondeo 
class' where a once huge market share has 
been hunted down by 4x4s, MPVs and execu¬ 
tive class rivals. 

Where its two predecessors could afford to 
be less than sexy by majoring instead on 
Toyota’s key attributes - reliability economy 
and practicality - the new car launched 
earlier this year needed to cut a dash and be 
brave in its market approach. 

It succeeded on both counts with sharp, 
aggressive new lines that show how dated the 
old car had become, plus a decision to drop the 
hatchback option in favour of a straight choice 
between classy saloon and Tourer testate) - 
Toyota is confident, the latter will contribute 
50 per cent of sales.

This was crucial to designing the brand’s 
tiny IQ city car, hut lias filtered through to 
larger models, so new Avensis engines feature 
low-friction components, lighter and more 
compact design elements and enhanced 
combustion, adding up to low r er emissions and 
better economy plus flexibility 
The 150bhp 2.2 diesel high spec T4 Tourer 
(£23,985) test car loaned by Motorline at 
Canterbury proved the point; it is a lively yet 
refined unit and now available with a superb 
six-speed auto gearbox.

NEW car sales were stalled at the start of the year, but there are signs 
that the market is on the move again. 


Economic commentators are still reluctant 
to claim the UK is emerging from recession 
and new car registrations for the year to the 
end of November were nearly nine per cent 
down on 2008. 

But there has been a definite upturn recent¬ 
ly, with November registrations nearly 60 per 
cent better than for the same month in 2008. 

Admittedly, this turnaround was largely due 
to the Government’s Scrappage grant scheme 
launched in May and expected to continue 
until next March. This offers a £2,000 dona¬ 
tion towards a new car for anyone sending 
their old car to the scrapper. 

The idea was to stimulate the embattled 
industry and support the Government’s aim to 
take older ‘gas guzzlers’ off the road. 

Unfortunately, while dealers have benefited 
from extra forecourt traffic, the real winners are 
foreign-based manufacturers of the smaller cars 
favoured by buyers under the Scrappage scheme 
- UK-built cars tend to be bigger models.

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Bluewater surge as 
confidence returns 


SALES last month at Kent’s giant 
Bluewater shopping centre 
outperformed a recession-hit UK 
for the second consecutive month, 
writes Andy Rogers. 

Stores reported a five per cent increase in 
sales against November, 2008, although it was 
a month of two halves. The latter fortnight 
showed a Christmas shopping surge and 
record-breaking flourish over the final four 
days. 

All categories did well, but the leaders were 
jewellery (up 15 per cent), travel - where a 
staggering 102 per cent rise was fuelled by a 
new Kuoni shop - and ‘big ticket’ electrical 
goods such as TVs and audio systems, which 
rose 15 per cent in the light of the January 
return to 17.5 per cent VAT. 

General manager Andrew Parkinson said: 
“The second consecutive month of growth at 
Bluewater suggests consumer confidence is 
returning. 

“While guests are spending more, they are 
spending smartly, avoiding the VAT increase 
by buying more expensive items now, for

example. They are also utilising retailer offers, 
such as the three-for-two type promotions.” 

The positive news from Bluewater follows 
John Lewis confirming that the branch there 
is the number one performer in its UK chain 
for the trading half-year to date. 

David Barford, director of selling operations, 
said: “We are delighted with the performance 


of our Bluewater branch, which keeps 
breaking sales records. Last week, for 
example, was Bluewater’s best ever, with a 
22.5 per cent increase in sales compared with 
the same week last year. Driving Bluewater’s 
success is the £22 million refurbishment and 
the creation of the John Lewis food hall from 
Waitrose, which has exceeded expectations 
and attracted new customers.” 

Bluewater’s role as a day-out destination 
was underlined by a five per cent increase in 
restaurant sales and 84 per cent growth in 
sales at the site’s Winter Wonderland 
compared with November, 2008. 

Mr Parkinson said Christmas always brings 
visitors from further away who make the most 
of food outlets and the Winter Wonderland. 

He added: “We are also seeing new 
behaviour this year. Catering sales in the 
morning, for example, are up as people arrive 
for breakfast before the stores open at 9am. 
Evening catering has also increased.” 

He predicted a changed pattern in the final 
run-up to Christmas, with a surge in fashion 
sales as shops begin discount sales, and more 
impulse buying, helped by 29 recent store 
openings and 39 refurbishments.

HYDROGEN technology developed by Canterbury- 
based Oil Drum led to the chief executive meeting 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 

The PM invited Darryl Watts to the UK low-carbon 
innovation and partnership networking at 10 Downing 
Street following Oil Drum’s success in licensing its 
Save-Fuel On Demand Hydrogen Generator globally. 

“Walking through the big black door at Number 10 
was very exciting, if a little intimidating,” said Mr 
Watts. 

“The Government has recognised the potential of 
green low-carbon technologies, not only in terms of 
creating jobs and businesses, but also helping to tackle 


the big issue we all face - climate change. We have 
worked hard to open up international markets and are 
close to agreeing licences for our technology in many 
countries which are heavy users of diesel engines.” 

The patented Save-Fuel system is a compact 
hydrogen-generating unit that can be retro-fitted to a 
truck or bus and powered by the vehicle’s own power 
source. The hydrogen is introduced before the 
combustion process, boosting efficiency to cut fuel 
consumption by more than 10 per cent and C02 and 
hydrocarbon emissions to zero. 

Oil Drum’s latest international licence was signed 
with Belgian company Automotive Ecology. 



Faster trains will 
speed investment 

FULL high-speed train services from Kent into 
London launched this week, prompting 
upbeat forecasts from Locate in Kent. 

The investment promotion agency’s chief 
executive, Paul Wookey, said: “We expect 
interest in the county to grow with the full 
launch of services. 

“And with 47 per cent of respondents to one 
of our surveys believing it will encourage 
further investment in Kent, the county’s 
businesses think so, too.” 

Locate in Kent is also running a ‘Kent. 
Closer than you think’ campaign jointly with 
Ashford’s Future, Kent County Council, Kent 
Thameside Regeneration Partnership, 
Medway Council and train operator 
Southeastern, to alert businesses to the 
service and Kent’s office and operational cost 
benefit - up to 60 per cent lower than 
London’s. 

Tony Parson, director of London property 
developer Trenport Investments, said: “This is 
a most impressive service that puts Kent 
firmly on the map.”

Ramsgate 
and Margate are now 80 and 91 minutes away. 

Jo Shockley, of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, said: “This service 
makes it possible for people working in central 
London to live in the rural idyll of east Kent 
and enjoy a high quality of life there. 

“Instead of a long commute, the office will 
be just minutes away. We hope this opens up 
a prosperous and successful future for Kent 
and makes a real difference to its relationship 
with London.”

Think global, but buy local 


THIS week’s UN climate change summit 
showed how difficult it is to achieve unity on 
global warming, writes Pat Crawford. 

Adding to the pressure is the forecast there 
will be three billion more people to feed by 
2050. Global warming and population pose a 
huge challenge, yet any country taking uni¬ 
lateral action would be disadvantaged. 

So it is heartening that more people are 
considering their lifestyle and taking action. 

Five years ago, the term ‘local food’ was 
rarely heard but, conscious of the urgency to 
cut ‘food miles’ to reduce carbon emissions, 
more of us opt to buy British. 

The UK has the ability to become far more 
self-supporting in food production, but we 
have a chicken-and-egg-situation (no pun 
intended) to overcome first. Not long ago, our 
farmers and growers went through a tough 
time. Things are looking up, but we need to go 
on increasing confidence in the sector by buy¬ 
ing seasonally available British food. 

And consumers have the power to ensure it 
happens. A lot of moaning goes on about the 
power of the supermarkets, but rather than 
creating demand, they react to it. If con¬ 
sumers demand British-produced food, 
supermarkets will be stocked accordingly. 

But we cannot increase food production 
unless we have a highly trained and skilled 
workforce and the farming industry is 
already recording skill shortages in certain 


sectors. This relates to farming becoming 
‘unfashionable’ during the bad years, but it is 
making a comeback and encouraging more 
new entrants, looking for careers that com¬ 
bine opportunities with a unique lifestyle. 


■ GROWING demand from clients for 
locally produced food and drink 
has prompted a Kent conference venue 
to sign a deal with the county’s leading 
English wine producer, adds Andy Rogers. 

Pines Calyx, at St Margaret’s, near 
Dover, has asked Tenterden-based 
Chapel Down Winery to supply its 
award-winning wines for conferences, 
weddings and events. 

Louise Kjaertinge of Pines Calyx said: 
“There’s been an increase in delegates 
and event-bookers asking for Kent-pro¬ 
duced food and drink. Chapel Down 
was the obvious choice and the wines 
have been a huge success. We also want¬ 
ed to extend our beer offering and the 
winery produces three bottled beers.” 

Pines Calyx plans to add more Kent 
suppliers in 2010. Ms Kjaertinge said: 
“We already have local preferred suppli¬ 
ers, including Black Pig butchers, 
Kingsdown Water and Core Juice.” 

She also revealed plans for a commu¬ 
nity farm and making land available for 
food production in the Pines Garden.

Three cheers for growth 


NEW jobs figures paint the 
strongest overall growth figures for 
more than two years, writes Andy 
Rogers. 

The Recruitment and Employment 
Confederation (REC) and KPMG Report on 
Jobs uses recruitment consultancy data for 
what is claimed to be the most comprehensive 
guide to the UK labour market - and the 
result for November showed three promising 
trends: 

• Growth of permanent staff appointments 
was the strongest since July, 2007. 

• Temp billings rose at the sharpest rate for 19 
months. 


• Permanent salaries increased for the first 
time in 15 months. 

Nursing/medical/care was the most in- 
demand category of permanent staff, while 
engineering/construction employees were the 
most sought-after temps. 

The rise in staff salaries was modest though, 
and countered by a further fall in hourly rates 
of pay for temporary/contract employees. 

REC chief executive Kevin Green said: “This 
is very positive news. November’s figures show 
the fastest rise in permanent jobs for 28 
months. Employers in nearly all sectors are 
lifting recruitment freezes and starting to hire 
again. Flexibility in the UK’s labour market 
has proved effective in ensuring unemploy¬ 
ment has not reached the levels experienced 


by some of our international competitors. 

“While UK output has shrunk by 5.9 per cent, 
employment has declined by only two per cent. 

“Despite the positive signs, the Government 
needs to do more - particularly to help the one 
million 18 to 24-year-olds out of work.” 

KPMG partner Bernard Brown said: 
“Looking at the latest data one might get the 
impression the recession is over. 

“Confidence has definitely returned to the 
private sector and the UK jobs market looks 
healthier than at any time in the last two-and- 
a-half years. 

“However, we are still to see the impact of 
the Government’s anticipated public sector 
cuts on the jobs market, which will play out 
over the next 12 to 18 months.” 


Stick to the limit with staff Christmas party 


EMPLOYERS haved been warned about ‘one 
too many’ at Christmas staff parties - not that 
extra tipple, but a penny too many on this fes¬ 
tive staff perk. 

The consequence of exceeding the £150 per 
head tax-free limit on food and drink, accom¬ 
modation and any transport - if paid by the 
company - is that staff and employer alike 
become liable for the full amount on their tax 
and National Insurance bills. The party-poop¬ 


ing news comes from the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of England and Wales, 
though it does point out that the office ‘do’ 
could be a timely morale booster if firms don’t 
go over the limit. 

“Businesses should make the most of the 
tax-free amount and not just resort to putting 
up cheap tinsel in the office and offering plates 
of pretzels and soft drinks,” said ICAEW offi¬ 
cial Anita Monteith.

In December 1959 Gravesend & Northfleet were struggling to stay in the Southern League. 
Precisely 25 years later, history repeated itself. FRED ATKINS asks if football clubs are 
returning to the days of boom-and-bust economics, or if they have always lived on the brink. 


DON’T be too surprised if a story 
of a financial crisis besetting 
Ebbsfleet United breaks this 
week. 

The Conference side’s recent financial tra¬ 
vails have been well documented and while 
there’s nothing to suggest the club are in immi¬ 
nent peril, the historical omens are not good. 

Precisely 100 years ago, Ebbsfleet’s ances¬ 
tors, Northfleet United and Gravesend 
United, were both invited to join the 
Southern League, along with Dartford. 

All three had flirted with the regional 
competition in previous seasons, but as one 
correspondent noted: “Financially the clubs 
were practically crippled, so much so that in 
the case of Northfleet, Gravesend, Dartford 
and Chatham, it has taken years to recover 
lost ground. It is a coincidence that just at a 
period when there’s a revival of football in 
Kent the same old temptation comes along. 
But will Kent clubs fall into it?” 

Temptation 

On this occasion all three clubs decided the 
risks of joining the regional league were too 
great and spumed the offer. 

Yet the temptation never went away. 

Exactly 50 years later, in December 1959, 
a dire warning was sounded by the support¬ 
ers’ club of the now-merged Gravesend & 
Northfleet FC, who were by then struggling 
to stay afloat in the Southern League: “If 
money is not forthcoming, football at 
Northfleet will come to an end.” 

Wages were up and attendances down. 
The Fleet took the almost unheard-of step, 
then, of releasing two players, Hawkings 
and Baron, purely because they were earn¬ 
ing £36 and £40 per week respectively and 
the wage bill had to be trimmed. 

The supporters’ club complained it had 
given the club a staggering £100,000, only a 


tenth of which had gone on maintaining 
Stonebridge Road. 

“Where has the rest gone? The simple 
answer is in players’ wages,” the supporters’ 
club claimed. 

The Fleet were far from alone. Ashford 
staged a floodlit friendly with Charlton at 
Essella Park 50 years ago this week and 
attracted a crowd of 1,465, described as 
meagre (but 10 times higher than the aver¬ 
age gate at Homelands this season). 

Tunbridge Wells United had been promot¬ 
ed from the Kent League at the end of the 
1958/59 season, but they too were finding life 
in the Southern League tough, complaining 
that “only” 490 fans watched a 2-2 draw 
with Cambridge United, again 50 years ago 
this week, saying that they needed at 


least 1,000 through the turnstiles to survive. 

Fast-forward precisely 25 years to 
December 1984 and the board at Gravesend 
were warning the club “could go to the wall 
in six weeks”. 

Acting chairman Dave Hockley accused 
Gravesham Council of restricting their 
fund-raising activities and contributing to a 
debt of £33,000. 

This was contested by the council, but 
Hockley said Fleet were on the verge of with¬ 
drawing from the Southern League Premier 
Division, saying “This is no idle threat”. 

The chronology is coincidental, but it does 
illustrate how a club’s finances are cyclical 
as they five beyond their means to sustain 
promotion challenges and repent at leisure. 

Yet if a club do stay on an even financial 


keel, they risk stagnation. Tunbridge Wells 
have spent the past 42 seasons in the Kent 
League, winning it once - coincidentally 25 
years ago. Since then they have poodled 
along, never finishing higher than fifth. 

The alternative is, to borrow Gordon 
Brown’s phrase, a return to boom and bust, 
though it remains rare for a club to actually 
fold. Dartford and Dover have been on the 
brink in the past decade and are now resur¬ 
gent. The Fleet recovered, thrived and are 
now in trouble again, though they are 
arguably less at risk than Margate, 
Maidstone, Folkestone, Sittingboume and 
Ashford - all of whom are struggling to stay 
afloat in regional leagues. 

There is no set text on how to survive and 
prosper at non-league level.

It’s time to 

WHEN Thierry Henry handled the ball to 
set up France’s winning goal and deny 
Ireland a place in next year’s World Cup, 
all eyes turned to one man - Martin 
Hansson, writes Steve Tervet.

POTENTIAL interest in 
Gillingham striker Simeon 
Jackson will be left until the last 
minute to stop a bidding war, 
says manager Mark Stimson. 

A host of clubs in the Premier League and 
Championship have been linked with a 
£1.5 million move for the 22-year-old, who 
had scored 13 goals this season before 
yesterday’s game with Stockport. 

Gillingham have always stressed they 
have never received a formal enquiry for 
the Canada international, despite the 
reported interest. Stimson, who signed 
Jackson for £150,000 from Rushden & 
Diamonds less than two years ago, admit¬ 
ted everyone assumed a deal would be done 
but is not surprised that clubs have 
declined to show their hand so far. 


‘You keep it quiet and when the time’s 
right you just put the bid in and go for it 
rather than putting it in early,” Stimson 
said. “That can lead to more speculation, 
people then talk and you might lose out. 

“We’ve always said every player has got a 
price. But there’s so much speculation 
around him, everyone’s assuming and 
expecting him to go. We’ve had nothing 
solid whatsoever, but maybe teams aren’t 
bothering to ring up, they’re just going to 
put something down on the table.” 

Prized assets 

While the end of the transfer window will 
not come quick enough for Stimson in rela¬ 
tion to keeping his most prized asset, he is 
hoping to bring in players. 

The Gills boss will meet chairman Paul 
Scally next week to discuss the resources 
available to recruit reinforcements. The 
money available could be boosted by the 
departure of Adam Miller, who is expected to 
make his loan move to Dagenham & 


Redbridge permanent in the New Year. 

As in the summer, top of Stimson’s list 
will be a goalscorer, even if he is able to 
retain Jackson. Fruitless efforts in the last 
window saw the club narrowly miss out on 
several targets, including Charlton’s Chris 
Dickson and Paul Benson at Dagenham. 

The Gills boss has returned to his short 
list in recent weeks and will step up his 
enquiries over the festive period, with loan 
moves more likely than permanent deals. 

He said: “The list is still there, we’ll attack 
them over the next week or so and see who’s 
going to be available and who’s not. There are 
players I’m looking at and talking to other 
managers about and just waiting for January 
1, so we might be able to do something.” 

In defence it is hoped Matt Pry will prolong 
his loan move from West Ham, which would 
help in Simon King’s extended absence with 
an ankle injury. Danny Jackman is on 
course to return from a shoulder injury next 
month, which would increase the squad’s 
options in midfield.

THE days of cricketers spending 
the winter months doing a heal 
job’ or putting their feet up after 
a long, hard summer are long 
gone.

Head coach Andy Flower said: “Graeme’s 
injury is improving and we expect him to be avail¬ 
able. But with a further three matches to come 
after Centurion we have decided that we need a 
‘like for like’ replacement on hand for Graeme 
should this be required later in the tour.”

Winter now spells 
hard work for Kent 


Where are they now? GLENN 
PEARSON takes a look at 
where Kent’s cricketers are 
spending the winter and what 
they are doing to prepare for 
their return to Division One of 
the County Championship 



PREPARATION: Head coach Paul Farbrace wants Kent to be ready 


THE days of cricketers spending 
the winter months doing a heal 
job’ or putting their feet up after 
a long, hard summer are long 
gone. 

Now professional cricketers are expected 
to spend the off season either working hard 
in the gym, facing endless balls from a bowl¬ 
ing machine at an indoor centre, or, better 
still, playing some cricket abroad. 

Several Kent players are doing just that 


this summer, while the rest can be found at 
the Ames-Levett indoor centre at the club’s 
St Lawrence Ground in Canterbury, 
preparing for the dreaded bleep test on 
Friday, March 19. 

Skipper Rob Key and head coach Paul 
Farbrace sat down with each member of 
the squad at the end of last season to talk 
about their performance but, more impor¬ 
tantly, told them what’s to be expected of 
them during the winter. 

Farbrace said: “We sat down and told 
each player their role in the team so they 


are all clear and know what is expected of 
them for next season. 

“They spent a month after the end of last 
season looking at any issues they had with 
their game, then November and December 
working on fitness and any technical flaws 
they want to work on. January, February 
and March is about playing the game and 
getting ready for the start of the season. It’s 
an important time of the year.” 

Here’s what the Kent squad have sched¬ 
uled for this winter: 





ROB KEY: Batting three times 
a week with coach Simon 
Willis at the indoor centre in 
Canterbury as well as regular 
gym work. There’s a possibility 
of a short stint in Perth, 
Australia, in the New Year. 

JOE DENLY: Has been in 
South Africa with the England 
one-day squad and Perform¬ 
ance Programme. Was due 
back on Thursday. Is likely to 
be included in the England 
Lions’ tour in the New Year. 

GERAINT JONES: The wicket 
keeper has had a complete 
break, apart from fitness work. 
He is in Brisbane, Australia, 
and returns in January to 
work on his batting after a suc¬ 
cessful pre-season last winter. 


MARTIN VAN JAARSVELD: 

The club’s vice-captain stayed 
in the county after the season 
ended and has been working 
for the last six or seven weeks 
on batting. Is heading back to 
South Africa over Christmas 
and hopes to play for Nashua Titans in the 
New Year. 
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SAM NORTHEAST: Has been 
playing rackets in national 
competitions, including at 
Queens. Was with the England 
Performance Programme 
camp before going to India for 
a 10-day camp working 
against spin-bowling. Going to 
Pretoria in January for an ECB perform¬ 
ance camp, then in February and March he 
will be in Durban, South Africa, working 
under former Kent coach Graham Ford. 



I DARREN STEVENS: The all 

rounder has been working on 
his game in Canterbury for 
the last two months and has 
now left for Cape Town for the 
winter to play club cricket. 

I He’s hoping to play Twenty20 
and one-day games for Cape Cobras. 




JAMES HOCKLEY: Has been 
working on his fitness in 
Cranbrook and is expected to 
start batting in the nets at 
Canterbury two or three 
times a week in the New Year. 



I AMJAD KHAN: The fast 
bowler has been with the per¬ 
formance squad for the last 
month in Loughborough and 
South Africa. Spent the first 
part of the winter in Den¬ 
mark, hoping in the New Year 
to be involved with England. If not, he will 
be back in Canterbury working with coun¬ 
ty coaches Paul Farbrace and Simon Willis. 


ROBBIE JOSEPH: Had a sue 

cessful shoulder operation 
and has been back batting 
and bowling since. He is start¬ 
ing to build up his work and at 
the moment everything looks 
good. The quick bowler hopes 
to go out to Durban to do some 
bowling in warmer weather to ease himself 
back in for the start of the season. 




JAMES TREDWELL: Is in the 

England Test squad and before 
that was with the one-day side 
and the Performance Program¬ 
me squad. There’s a chance he 
will be included in the England 
Lions’ tour in the New Year. 


“I SIMON COOK: The veteran 
seamer has been working on 
his game at the indoor centre 
and coaching some younger 
- • bowlers. Will be heading off to 
Hong Kong in the New Year to 
I ^. I work on his overall game. 

ROB FERLEY: Has been work¬ 
ing in isolation in Sevenoaks. 
Wants to make changes to his 
game and has been bowling up 
to two hours every day. Paul 
Farbrace and Min Patel have 
been working with him. 

AZHAR MAHMOOD: Former 
Pakistan all-rounder has been 
out in Abu Dhabi and is now 
heading to Pakistan to play 
some domestic cricket. He is 
working hard on his fitness 
for the start of the season. 

PHIL EDWARDS: His main 
priority has been working on 
fitness levels. He is hoping to go 
away in the New Year but has 
been working with bowling 
coach Geoff Arnold. It’s going to 
be a big season for him. 

PAUL DIXEY: The wicket 
keeper is in his first full year 
as a professional and has been 
working hard on fitness. He 
has also been working on bat¬ 
ting and is heading to Durban 
with Sam Northeast.

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Schumacher return rumours could shunt 
Conway out of running in hunt for FI place 


THE return of seven-time world champion 
Michael Schumacher looks to have 
deprived Kent driver Mike Conway of the 
remaining Formula One seat at Mercedes 
Grand Prix. 

The 24-year-old driver from Sevenoaks 
had emerged as a contender to replace 
outgoing world champion Jenson Button 
after being invited to test the team’s car 
for the 2010 season. 

Conway, who tested for the team when 


owned by Honda in 2007, completed 218 
laps of Spain’s Jerez Circuit three weeks 
ago, posting the fourth fastest time in last 
season’s championship-winning car. 

With only Nico Rosberg signed up for 
2010, he seemed to have thrown his name 
into the hat. 

However, with the team being officially 
taken over by Mercedes, former champi¬ 
on Schumacher has been heavily linked to 
a deal to return to Formula One racing 


with the team for 2010. Reports in the 
German media this week have described 
the move as a “done deal”. 

Mercedes Grand Prix chief executive 
Nick Fry has confirmed the team are in 
talks with Schumacher but refused to rule 
out other possible drivers for the seat. 

He told the BBC: “He would be very 
good for our team. The view from inside 
FI, not just my team, is they all hope it 
will happen.”

KENT will hold talks with open¬ 
ing batsman Joe Denly this week 
about extending his contract at 
the St Lawrence Ground. 

The Kent and England right-hander is 
out of contract at the end of next summer 
and the county are keen to tie him down to 
a long-term deal. 

The 23-year-old, who is a product of the 
Kent Academy, will meet head coach Paul 
Farbrace and chairman of cricket Graham 
Johnson this week - along with his agent 
David Fulton - to thrash out a deal to keep 
him at the club beyond 2010. 

He is the last batsman to sign a contract 
extension after skipper Rob Key, Geraint 
Jones and Martin van Jaarsveld penned 
new deals before the end of the season. 

Darren Stevens signed a one-year exten¬ 
sion to his contract that was due to expire 
next season, while promising talent Sam 
Northeast put pen to paper on a two-year 
contract earlier this month. 

Farbrace told Kent on Sunday that he 
was delighted his top-order batters had 
committed their future to the club and was 
hopeful of thrashing out a deal with Denly 
this week. 


“Everyone is pretty much where we want 
them to be, there is nobody causing concern 
with contracts,” he said. “Everyone seems to 
be in a pretty decent place and are playing 
at a club they want to be at, which is good. 

“The only one we are in discussion with is 
Joe Denly, who is in the last year of his 
contract. Obviously because he has been 
away we haven’t been able to sit down and 
have a chat with him. 

“There is a meeting pencilled in just 
before Christmas to sit down with him and 
tie him into a longer contract.” 

The Canterbury-born batsman, who 
hopes to be included in the England squad 
for the tour to Bangladesh in February, has 
previously expressed his desire to see out 
his professional career at Kent. 

Farbrace, who coached Denly during his 
time at Kent’s Academy, doesn’t envisage 
any problems. 

“He wants to play for Kent and he is Kent 
through and through. We are proud of what 
he has achieved, so I don’t see any issues 
with that at all - hopefully he will be tied 
into a longer contract as well. 

“That will be all of our main batters nailed 
on for the future, which is good news.” 

Fast bowler Robbie Joseph, who has 
returned to training in the indoor cricket 
centre at Canterbury after having had sur¬ 
gery on his shoulder, has also penned a 
one-year extension to his deal, keeping him 
at the club until 2011.
